Tue coming tea struggle will shortly 
recommence at Havkow, and the anxiety 
of the Chaaszes to buy will be pitched 
in an auequal struggle against the well- 
Grilled phalaux of the Chinese dealers. 
That the contest will be sharp and 
decisive there is no doubt; aud that 
the Chaaszes will be worsted 
as certain as that the 
morning will dissipate the vapours of 
night which hold the earth in their 
deadly embrace. In the reason of 
things there is no cause why the coutest 
should every year result in a defeat to 
the purchaser, yet the wires are so 
badly pulled from London that each 
season finds it renewed on the same 
unequalterms. There is uo trade which 
has steadily suffered so much from the 
want of au understanding between its 
constituents as the export tea trade from 
China to Loudon ; and there is likewise 
uo trade in which the members have 
daily 80 much experience of the advaut- 
age to be derived from some common 
understanding and some definite 
method of working. Ou the one 
side the Chinese seller, from whom the 
teas bave to be procured, perfectly 
comprehends to what extent a mutual 
understanding with his fellows can be 
made advautageous, aud when it behoves 
him to act on his own responsibility ; 
and on the other side the Loudon dealer 
Las learnt to appreciate the trath of 
the dictum, that “the buyer is king” 
and kuows, to the cost of the importer, 
how a few very simple rales of conduct, 
which in no way interfere with the 
liberty of his trade, do very steadily 
aid him when he comes to settle with 
the importer the price at which he is 
willing to relieve the latter of his 
dearly-parchased staple. Yet this 
flight of Chaaszes, who annually, in the 
month of May, assemble at Haukow 
with the hope and iu the sincere expecta. 
tion of “wiping oue another's eyes” 
in their struggle for the beloved staple, 
are after all an exceedingly limited and 
close corporation. ‘They have all been 
admitted to the craft under certain 
mystic conditions ; their relatious have 

















paid for each and every one of thom 
cousiderable sums of money to a 
very limited number of brokers in or 
about Mincing Lane. They have one 
and all commenced operations with the 
distinguishing badge of a Chaasze—the 
sample bag conspicuously displayed 
about their persons—they have all 
encountered the jibes of the London 
street Arab on their way to and from 
tho docks, and have all been indoctri- 
nated in the mysterious shibboleth of 
the craft by which Chaaszes are ablo 
to recognise one another, and are 
distinguished from the rest of tho 
world. Such a body might be expected 
to have well-marked traditions ; and 
doubtless it has, but they are uot of 
the uature an outsider would naturally 
look for. Many years ngo, a carica- 
turist described the typical Chaasze. 
He had exhausted all his credits at the 
banks, and was throwing himself on 
the generosity of the native dealer— 
“here are my watcb, my keys and my 
lust box of clothes, only let me have 
some more of the beloved staple!” 
Nor bas the tradition much changed 
with the course of years; “ ten—more 
ton!” is still the Chaasze’s cry in the year 
of grace 1880, as it was in 1865, when 
the course of trade was leaving its old 
channels, and the tea trade, which bad 
hitherto been confined within the nar- 
row limits of a close connection, found 
it had to brave the storms of keen aud 
open competition. ‘True, year by year 
the Chaasze is hampered by positive 
orders to buy, aud now and then a 
telegram arrives which takes discretion 
out of bis hands. Bat after all this is 
mainly the result of previous errors. 
The old traditions were too powerful 
for successive bodies of Chaaszes, and 
sear by year the export trade passed 
out of the hands of local houses and 
became a matter of speculation with 
English capitalists, The position of 
the Chnasze in consequence declined, 
aud from being a man of consideration 
he becawe a mere machine to taste 
concoctions and compare their strength 
with certain others supplied to him, 
It is not many years since the aunual 
flight of the Chaaszes to Hankow was 
facetiously registered in the passengor 
report of the river steamer as consisting 
of “twenty-two Chaaszes and one gentle. 
man.” Without attempting to define the 
relative positions of the regular spring 
visitors to Hankow, it may be noticed 
that a larger number than used to be 
the case consists of others than profes- 
sioual Chaaszes. We doubt if the change 
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is likely to be a wholesome one. If it 
be meant to take responsibility off the 
shoulders of the Chansze it is hardly 
likely to redound to the advantage of 
exporters. The Chaasze had his tradi- 
tions, and if they sometimes impelled 
him to buy, they often restrained bim 
from taking steps likely to be hurtful 
to the general body. A better under- 
standing as regarded the rales of par- 
chasing, and a less desire to seom 
smarter than their neighbours, was 
mainly what was needed amongst the 
body of toa buyers. This understand- 
ing seemed more likely to be attained 
amongst a comparatively fow individ- 
uals, with many traditions and associa 
tions in common, than amidst a motley 
crowd of eager purchasers without a 
common understanding. Woe fear that 
this year moro than over the discretion 
of the buyers is limited by positive 
orders, and that the prospects of « 
Profitable season to exportera are at 
present moro than ordinarily overcast.

It was rumoured in Chefoo two or three 
days ago that H.M.S. Iron Duke was 
shortly to convey Sir Thomas Wade and 
‘Vice-Admiral Coote, C.B., to Wladivostock. 

‘The Rev. Canon Scott, the Bishop 
Designate of the see of North-China, 
arrived on Monday by the C.MLS.N. 
Co.'s steamer Chintung, on his way to 
England. 

‘The newly-appointed Minister for France, 
M. Bourée, is expected to arrive by the 
MM. Go,’s steamer Iraouaddy. We hear 
that the Chinese cruiser Kiahsing is under 
orders to go down to Woosung to receive 
him on board. 

-The Hoi. Geo. F. Seward, United States 
Minister at Peking, arrived on Friday by 
the C.0.8.N, Co.'s. steamer E! Dorado, as 
aid also the Rev, W. A. P. Martin, President 
of tho Tung-wen College. 





We understand that Mr. F.D. Cheshire, 
recently in charge of the U.S. Consulate 
at Canton, who arrived on Tuesday by the 
steamer Hivai-yuen, is to occupy the posi- 
tion of interpreter at the United States 
Consulate-General at Shanghai. 

It is announced in the Home papers that 
the Duke of Genoa is to be affianced to the 
Princess Beatrice of England. The Duke 
is now in command of the Italian frigato 
Vittor Pisani, which left Woosung for 
Hongkong a few days ago. 

Rear-Admiral Duperré left Shanghai 
on Tuesday morning for the riverine 
ports in the French gunboat Lynx, Captain 
Fourmier. By special request, M. Bielke, 
Chancelier ad interim at the French Con- 
sulate-General, accompanies him as Inter- 
protor. Tho Admiral is one of the youngest 
of his rank in the French navy, and 
under tho late régime was aide-de-camp 
to the Prince Imperial. 

The Straits Times learns by telegram 
from London that Mr. Thomas George 
Knox, lately Consul-General for Siam to 
Her Britannic Majesty, has had conferred 
upon him at the hands of the Queen the 
distinction of K.C.MLG., in recognition of 
his long and faithful services to Hor 
Majesty. Sir Thomas is, it is said, engaged 
in writing a history of Siam, 

‘The following Envoys to European powers 
will leave Japan in the order named :—His 
Excellency Awoki for Germany on the 
ith inst.; His Excellency Yanagiwara 
for Russia ou the 14th ; their Excellenci 
Ida, Nabeshima, and Nagaoka, for Austria, 
Italy and the Netherlands, on or about the 
28th. The Envoy to the Netherlands 
will have charge of Japanese interests in 
Belgium and Denmark. 

We hear that business has very much 
improved at Tientsin and Chefoo within the 
last two or three weeks, and that the number 
of native passengers travelling between 
theso ports has lately much increased, 

Some timo ago Reuter forwarded us a 
telegram stating that 20,000,000 cartridges 
had been ordered for tho Chinese Govern- 
From the papers 
received by last mail we learn that the 
order is being executed by the Winchester 
Arms Company of Newhaven, Connecticut. 

At the next meeting of the Shanghai 
Debating Society, which is to be held at 
the Club on the 14th inst., the question, 
“Would a war between Russia and China 
be beneficial to foreign interests in China?” 
will be discussed. A more important 
question could not have been chosen, and 
doubtless it will attract a full attendance 
of members. 

It is rumoured that the Chinese 
authorities at Peking have purchased from 
the Danish Minister there two discarded 
ironclads, formerly built for the Danish 
navy, but found unsuitable. These identical 
ironclads were offered to the Chinese 
Government in 1874 during the Formosan 
excitement, but rejected as not equal to 
the requirements of modern naval warfare. 

We learn on good authority that a 
statement made ina recent local piece goods 
report, that a farther sum of Tis. 20,000 had 
been paid towards the Shanghai Cotton Mill 
enterprise, is incorrect. It is, we believe, 





























true that great efforts are being made to col- 





lect a large sum of money for the exigencies 
of the Government at Peking, but no portion 
of the proceeds has been diverted in this 
direction, and the scheme languishes for 
want of the necessary funds to start it, 

In our Japan nows it is mentioned that 
the American frigate Ticonderoga, Com- 
mander B. J. Cromwell, was about to leave 
Nagasaki for Corea, Tho Ticonderoga is 
now on what is termed special service, and 
she has on board Commodore Robert W. 
Shufeldt, who visits Corea, we are in- 
formed, to negotiate a treaty. of amity. and 
commerce between that country and the 
United States, and that W. P. Mangum, 
Esq., U.S. Consul at Nagasaki, accompanies 
him as special commissioner. 

It may be remembered that a short time 
ago the C.MLS.N. Co.'s steamer Leeywen 
took up to Tientsin a considerable quantity 
of shot and shell that were said to be for 
the guns on board the vessels of the 
“alphabetical” fleet then at that port. It 
is now said that it has been found that the 
projectiles will not fit the guns, and that 
they are to be sent back to Shanghai. 

An émeute is reported from the interior. 
It appears that Mr, Memey, for many 
years in tho Chineso service, and well 
known to foreigners in Shanghai from 
his interesting letters from Kwei-chow, 
vas, it seems, returning to his post after his 
adventurous trip across the frontiers to 
Burmah with Captain Gill, when he was sot 
upon by some soldiers, not, we believe, 
belonging to the command to which he was 
attached. In self-defence he scems to havo 
made use of his revolver, killing ono as- 
lant, and wounding four or five moro, Ho 
subsequently taken prisoner, and ha 
been sent to Hankow, vid Chungking. Tt is 
unfortunate that what was ofticially known 
on this subject was not published at tho 
time, as the occurrence has been made tho 
subject of incessant discussion in the native 
Press. 

Special services wero held on Sunday 
ast in Union Chapel on the subject 
of Missions, It is proposed that such 
services. should be held annually, so 
as to represent the work being carried on 
in this country, and diffuse information 
in regard to it. It is thought to be of 
importance that services of the kind should 
be held in such a placo as this, and at tho 
hands of those who have long been con- 
nected with Protestant missions in China, 
They are best able to lay the facts of the 
case before the community, and both meet 
the doubts and difficulties entertained by 
many on the subject, and increase, if 
possible, the confidence and interest of tho 
friends of missions in the matter. Tho 
present season of the year has been long 
availed of for a like purpose at Homo, and 
it is appropriate that it should be the case 
here on the borders of the great mission 
field of China. Excellent services aro 
rendered every year in the Cathedral for 
the benefit of the Church Missionary 
Society, and it is-hoped that the services 
now inaugurated will prove interesting and 
helpful to the cause of missions which 
may from time to time be represented. 

The Austrian Government some time 
‘since sent out an expedition to China with 
instructions to make its way through Ohina 
and Thibet to India. The object was 
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purely to gain more ‘accurate geographical 
Inowledgo of the interior of these countries. 
‘Herr Toczy, keeper of the Royal Museum, 
Buda-Pesth, Lieutenant Krietner, of the 
Austrian Geographical Society, and Lieu- 
tenant Schzwin, were the members compos- 
ing the expedition. ‘I'he party started from 
Shanghai fifteen months ago, and appear 
to have been tolerahly successful in their 
journey through China, A Chinese guard 
was allowed them, and letters were for- 
warded to the various officers of Govern- 
ment on the route directing a safe conduct 
to be given to the travellers. Though 
theso advantages saved them from personal 
molestation, they were constautly subjected 
to insolence and abuse from the lower 
classes of the inhabitants, Many scientific 
observations were, however, made, and a 
large number of excellent photographs 
taken. A passage through Thibet was for- 
bidden, and on turning off towards Bhamo, 
they were taken prisoners by the Kachyens, 
but were, after three days’ coufinement, 
released, on parting with all they had in the 
shape of money. The travellers then made 
their way successfully through Burmah, 
and, when the latest Rangoon mail left, 
wore in that town, intending shortly to 
leave for Europe.—(Culcutta) Englishman. 

From Kashgar it is reported that Hakim 
Khan, after his unsuccessful attempt to 
got up a goneral rising against the Chinese, 
has fled from Ulughchat into the heart of 
the Alai mountains, and that the greater 
part of his followers, thoroughly disheart- 
ened, had returned home. Other reports 
say that Hakim Khan is in Andijan in 
Khokand. 

‘The Friend of India says the Mussulman 
population of Kuldja has been seriously 
disturbed by the nows of the approaching 
surrender of part of that province to Chin: 
A doputation of their number went to Fort 
‘Vernoe to say that in the event of the 
return of their mortal enemies the Chinese, 
neither their lives nor their property would 
be safe, and to beg for an assignment of 
lands in the Semirechinsk proviuce. To 
quiet theso fears, a general proclamation 
has been issued to the Dungaus and 
Taranchis, assuring them that the Russian 
Government will protect them from out- 
rage. Those who wish to migrate can get 
lands in that portion of the Kuldja province 
which will remain to Russia. 

‘The Turkestan Gazette gives particulars 
of the Chinese garrisons near the Kuldja 
frontier. The head-quarters seem to be 
Shi-kho, where there are 7,000 men. Be- 
tween Shi-kho and Jin-kho in the forts of 
Kaul-Urgen aud Kum-arikkuli-bastai, 500 
and 100 men respectively are stationed ; 
while 1,000 men in two camps are at Tali, 
nearer Shi-kho, At Jin-kho, the nearest 
post to the Russian frontier, 700 cavalry 
and infantry are quartered, besides 500 
cavalry armed with Spencer rifles. A 
detachment of 400 men are encamped 12 
miles beyond Jin-kho, destined to vccupy 
Kuldja when the Russian evacuation takes 
place. This makes altogether about 10,000 
men. The Chinese Commander-in-Chief 
has summoned his geuerals to a council in 
Shi-kho. Further north, the Russian com- 
mandant of the frontier fort of Bakhtin has 
placed a troop of Cossacks, with two guns, 























in the border valley of Ergint, to protect 
Russian Kirghiz from the depredations of 
Chinese soldiers. On the Ist October, 50 
Chinese soldiers carried off 84 sheep from a 
Kirghiz aoul. The local Chinese Governor 
arrested and severely punished some of the 
marauders, aud demanded restitution of 
the stolen property. 

The Indian Herald is responsible for the 
following paragraph, which we reproduce 
asan enlightened specimen of what is occa- 
sionally written of affairs in the Far East :— 
“Affairs in China are at their worst. 
Diplomatic relations are at a stand-slill, 
and China is grinning her best at all 
her treaty friends. Messrs. Giquel and 
D'Aiguobelle have long since been recalled 
by their Governments, and the arsenals at 
‘Tung-ka-doo and Foochow are at their best, 
in the way of preparations. Sir Thomas 
Wade will have to use all his powers lo 
avert the struggle ; but as we hear that 
Sir Harry Parkes is likely to go to Peking 
shortly, in order to relieve his colleague 
from the dangers of stone-pelting, we can 
only hail his advent with pleasure, Surely 
Sir Harry will not forget his cage days, 
and as at a certain birthday in Yokohama 
Henry Keppel promised to fight his. best if 
ever his friend Harry got to Peking and 
opened out war, we should not at all be 
surprised to find the gallant old Admiral 
volunteering out for the China seas, to 
open out a few more ports and bring Scycie 
to the front onee more.” 

A telegram, dated 12th April, in Indian 
papers received yesterday, is to the effect 
that a letter has been received by a Bud- 
dist Priest in Rangoon stating that king 
‘Pheobaw has died of small-pox, and that 
the Maloon Prince, a young lad hitherto 
carefully hidden, has succeeded him. On 
Theebaw becoming ill, propitiation to the 
spirits was made in the form of human 
sacrifices. ‘This went on nightly for up- 
wards of seven days. The victims, who 
were principally young girls, are said to 
exceed one hundred. It will be remem- 
dered that the death of king Theebaw’s 
son was reported as having taken place 
on the 14th March, and on the previous 
day the old King, Pagham Min, who had 
been in confinement since 1852, died. ‘The 
cause of death in each case was small pox. 
The boy had been proclaimed as ‘ future 
ruler of the universe” by the astrologer, 
and his death was regarded as of ill-omen 
for Theebaw’e sovereignty. 

‘The Nagasaki Rising Sun says that the 
Chin-se, formerly a steamer belonging tu the 
China Merchants’ Company, arrived from 
Shanghai on the 24th ult., after a quick 
passage of two-and-a-half days under sail, 
It is at present uncertain whether she will 
be laid up and used as a kerosene hulk, 
or converted into a sailing vessel. 

‘The C.M.S.N. Co.'s steamer Chintung, 
which arrived yesterday from Tientsin, 
reports that about half-way down the 
River from that port to Taku, she passed 
a large Shanghai junk on the bank, the 
cargo, consisting apparently of rice, being 
spread out to dry. It is said that the 
junk had been in collision with the s.s. 
‘Swatow, and further that the steamer had 
a pilot on board at the time of the occur- 
renee, 














‘The Consul-General, for France is in 
receipt of a despatch from the French 
Foreign Office requesting him to hand to 
MM. Charrier, Engineer of the Fire Brigade 
for District No. 3 (French Settloment,) “la 
médaillo dhomnenr de lere classe en 
argent,” which accompanies it. ‘This medal 
is sent to M. Charrier as a mark of 
recognition for his cight years’ services to 
the French Municipal Council in the 
capacity above-named, more particularly 
on the occasion of the large Gre in tho 
French Concession last August. On the 
obverse of the modal is an oval, within 
which is inscribed, “Actos de Dérouc- 
ment,” and just below ‘ Charrier Auguste, 
1871-1879.” Round the top of tho oval 
on the inside edge is inscribed “ Ministbre 
de Muterieuro,” and on the reverse a 
fomale head and the words, “Republique 
‘Frangaise.” 

We hear that the majority of the opium 
shops in the city have now been closed 
in obedience to the proclamation issued a 
a short time ago by the Chinese authorities, 
Still, however, we are assured thore is 
little or no difference in the local constmp- 
tion of the noxious drug, for as it was 
in England when public-houses were ordered 
to close in the provincial towns at eleven 
o'clock, and drinking was carried on in 
private houses, opium smokers now indulge 
thoir habit in lodging-houses and at thoir 
homes, whero its evil influences are much 
more likely to be sproad among the rising 
generation than if smoking were allowed in 
special places for the purpose, It is well 
known that the so-called vieo is rife among 
the officials of the yaméns, and in compliance 
with an order from his superiors at Nauking, 
Moh, the City District Magistrato, has 
issued written instructions prohibiting tho 
uso of the drug by them. ‘hey are called 
upon in laudable terms to show an oxamplo 
to others, and in case they fail to do so 
they aro to be punished and dismissed the 
service. é 

‘An erroneous impression seems to pre- 
vail among certain foreigners that if they 
change and quibble about their nationality 
there is no law to reach them in our cosmo- 
politan community. Several instances have 
ocourred, however, which should be sutti- 
cient to show them the error of their ideas, 
and another illustration of the folly of 
versatility as regards nationality was given 
on Friday at the Mixed Court. A foreigner, 
supposed to hail from a country on the 
continent of Enrope, bnt disowned by his 
Cousul here, was placed in the unenviable 
position on Friday of having to accept the 
justice of the Chinese Magistrate at the 
Mixed Court tempered with the advice 
of the British Assessor. We have good 
reason to believe that he indignantly 
scurned to attend the Chinese tribunal 
in answer and that to 
secure his attendance a warrant was issued. 
‘The execution of this in strictness would 
have placed him in a Chinese prison, 
but tho authorities were satisfied with 
his promise to attend the Court, and thus 
through the leniency of those we are per- 
haps too apt to revile—the Chinese Mayis- 
trate and the police—he escaped the 
ignominy of his true position. We direct 
attention to the matier as a warning to 
































to a summons, 
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others. Those who are not recognised in 
Shanghai by their own authorities are 
amenable to the law as administered at 
the Mixed Court so long as they remain 
here, and they can claim no more clemency 
than the commonest coolie in the street. 
The case referred to was one for debt, and 
the defendant admitting the claim and being 
unable to find security for his appearance 
at the Court on Monday, he was placed in 
the custody of the Municipal Police. On 
‘Monday the plaintiffs accepted an order on 
a firm through which the defendant had 
shipped goods to England, as the most 
likely means of obtaining a settlement of 
their claim. 

Gambling seems still to be boldly carried 
on in the block of property known as Low- 
ke-cheong, behind the ‘Toilet Club in the 
Nanking Road, in spite of the many raids 
that have beon made by the Police. Shortly 
before eleven o'clock on Thursday night 
some native policemen wero passing down 
ono of the many passages leading to the 
rooms where the gambling is carried on, 
when there was a general rush of persons 
from one of the buildings, Ninoteen 
wore captured and marched off to the 
Police Station ; while in the room they had 
just loft wero found all the appliances for 
gambling, and also a large quantity of cash 
and a few dollars. It is supposed the 
policomen were seen approaching by one 
of the scouts stationed in the passages 
who gave the alarm, when the gamblers 
did their best to get away, and the less 
fortunate ones ran into the arms of the 
constables, Many others escaped, some 
betaking themselves to the roof, while 
others disappeared down the labyrinth 
of passages, ‘Those captured were brought 
bofore the Chinese Magistrate Chén 
and W. R. Carles, Esq., acting British 
Assessor, at the Mixed Court on Friday. 
Cantonese as a rule have the manage- 
ment of the gambling deus in the Settle- 
ment, and they exercise considerable 
ingenuity to evade the vigilance of the 
police, Generally about half-a-dozen of 
thom form themselves into a company and 
rent rooms in various parts of the Settle- 
ment. Each one takes part in the manage- 
ment of the different rooms. They seldom 
stay, however, at the same room more 
than one night, but change about from one 
to another, their object being to bafile the 
police as to who is the respousible party. 
Tt was proved that two of the three Canton 
men caught among the prisoners shared in 
the management of the gambling room at 
Low-ke-cheong, and they were each sen- 
tenced to two months’ imprisonment and 
ordered to pay a fine of $50, or in default 
of payment their term of imprisonment 
to be six instead of two mouths. The 
remaining seventeen prisoners were visitors 
to the Settlement from Woosung, Pootung, 
and villages in the neighbourhood ; at 
least they represented themselves to be 
such, and not a single oue of them acknow- 
ledged that he was, or ever had been, in 








foreign employ. They were each ordered | 


to pay a fine of $5, or if they preferred it to 
bo imprisoned for one month, A peculiar 
fact in connection with the capture has 
been supplied us from a native source. It 
appears that while the gambling is going 











on, besides the scouts at the entrance to 
the passages leading to the rooms, the 
various Police Stations are watched, 
and when more than two constables 
leave together the spy hastens to inform 
the gamblers. The police who made the 
captures in the present instance were 
only “prospecting” with the view to a 
probable raid on some future occasion, 
and if the gamblers had remained quiet 
they would not have been disturbed. The 
alarm that the police were approaching 
caused great confusion among them. ‘They 
rushed frantically about in all directions, 
more than a hundred, it is said, betaking 
themselves to the roof, and to better 
enable them to keep their footing and 
run faster when off the tiles, they took off 
their shoes and left them behind. We are 
informed that no fewer than sixty-four 
pairs of shoes aud about fifty hats were 
picked up on Friday in various parts of the 
premises. 

The premises in the Nanking Road 
occupied by the Shanghai Temperance 
Society huve for the last two months been 
undergoing extensive alterations, with the 
object of increasing the accommodation 
and rendering the place moro suitable to 
the growing requirements of the members 
and the public. Meanwhile the Society 
has been lodged in tomporary quarters on 
Shaw, Ripley and Co.’s old premises on the 
Bund, but it is hoped that the alterations 
will be suflicieiitly advanced by the end of 
the month to permit its return to its old 
location. ‘The alterations being effected 
consist of the addition of an upper story to 
the old residence, and various changes in 
the arrangement of the lower stories. The 
now second floor contains nineteen bed- 
rooms, some of large size, a largo central 
hall lighted from a cloar-story, and extonsive 
bath-room accommodation. Itjs approached 
by stairs in a single flight leading from 
the contral passage of the first floor. 
‘The first floor has been somewhat altered 
in detail. The partitions which formerly 
blocked up the central corridor have been 
removed, and the lighting and ventilation 
considerably improved. ‘The staircase 
formerly occupying the verandah without 
has been removed to tho interior of 
the building, and the means of access 
thereby much improved. On the ground 
floor the principal alterations consist in 
removing certain walls which formerly 
blocked up the central hall, in removing 
from the interior of the building the 
kitchens, in enlarging the dining accom- 
modation, and improving the rooms occu- 
pied by the Marine Engineers’ Institute. 
‘When complete the building will be not 
only commodious but well adapted for the 
purpose intended, the utility of which has 
been amply shown by the succoss of the 
Institution hitherto. ‘Those of the public 
of Shanghai who have attended the concerts 
and entertainments held in the Hall 
attached to the main building will remember 
how the effect of the entire was spoiled 
by the want of height and the flatness 
of the ceiling. ‘Those who had to appear 
upon the stage were also much incommoded 
by the want of any proper dressing and 
retiring rooms. Both will be interested in 
learning that the alterations include the 
raising of the roof of the lecture hall, and 

















substitution of a coved ceiling for the late 
unsightly flat one. By the removal of the 
partitions at the end of the Hall the audi- 
torium has been much increased in area, 
and this has afforded space for fitting up 
retiring rooms and increasing the sizo of 
the platform. ‘The new lecture hall will be 
about 83 feet by 33 feet wide, and as its 
acoustic properties will be much improved 
by the alterations, it will doubtless become 
a favourite room for lectures and concerts, 
‘The alterations are being carried out by 
‘Mr, Sun Jin-kee under the superintendence 
of Mr, Kingsmill. 

‘The alterations and repairs to the U.S. 
corvette Ashuelot have now been completed. 
She has been in the hands of Messrs, Boyd 
and Co. for about three months, and we 
understand that about $120,000 have been 
expended on her, which was about the 
amount she originally cost in building, 
‘The Palos is next going to be overhauled 
by Messrs. Boyd and Co., and in the fall 
it is expected the Monocacy will also be 
placed in their hands for similar ropairs 
and alterations to those which they have 
effected in the Ashuelot, 

As was doubtless anticipated a largo 
concourse of ladies and gentlomen assom- 
bled in tho Public Garden on Monday after- 
noon to hear the band of the U.S.S. 
Richmond. ‘Tho sun shone brightly, but 
its warmth was not so great as to be 
unpleasant, and there was no wind to 
catise discomfort, ‘The music was a great 
treat ; the Garden looked beautiful ; every- 
‘ono seemed to thoroughly enjoy themsolvos; 
and the thanks of the community aro 
certainly due to those gentlemen by whose 
kindness in making the necessary arrange- 
ments the means for such a pleasure wero 
afforded, as well as to the musicians for 
the way in which they performed the various 
pieces on the programme. 

‘Thore wasa large attendance at the Public 
Garden on Wednesday afternoon to hear 
tho band of the French flag-ship hémis, 
‘The weather was gloriously fine at tho 
outset, and there was then a fair sprinkling 
of ladies present, but unfortunately the 
sky soon became overcast and tho wind 
veered to the north, threatening rain, A 
foxy drops fell which caused several ladios 
to leave, while the number of gentlemen 
scemed to increase. ‘The various selec- 
tions by the band were remarkably 
well rendered and were highly appreciated, 
the crowd round the’ stand clapping their 
hands heartily at the conclusion of each 
piece. ‘The rain kept off, and those who 
left early missed a great musical treat. 

‘The Shanghai community Friday evening 
evinced its appreciation of the musical 
treat afforded by the band of the Spanish 
corvette Dou Maria de Molina, by a largo 
attendance at the Public Garden. The 
weather could hardly have been more 
favourable, being much more pleasant than 
on Wednesday. The band acquitted itsolf 
well, and at the conclusion of the various 
pieces, those in the immediate vicinity of 
the pavilion gave audible demonstrations 
of approval. In a place where there is 
so little pleasure for Jadies these garden 
concerts are really a beon of no slight value.

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‘THE NEW ANGLICAN SEE IN NORTH-CHINA. 
THovew when compared with the vast 
and venerable organizations of the 
Church of Rome, the missions of the 
Anglienn Church appear small and 
modern; they are undoubtedly active 
and have recently exbibited signs of 
elasticity and vigour that they did not 
present ton years ago. For a time the 
only English bishopric in these regions, 
that of Hongkong, was occupied by 
prelates who were too often nou-resident, 
and as they were divided in their interests 
between the natives and the foreigners 
their usefulness was diminished. The 
creation of the see of North-China in 
1872 was a sign of life, and the high 
character of the late Bishop did much 
to strengthen the canse of Christian 
evangelization and to knit together the 
missionaries and the laity. 

Tf the numberof theconvertsincreases 
and the number of the foreign residents 
also grows, it is possible that it may be 
found expedient to allow the missionary 
bishops to devote themselves entirely 
to the natives aud to appoint a bishop, 
perhaps of Victoria, with the oversight 
of the foreiguers—ocoupying a similar 
position to that held by the Bishop of 
Gibraltar in relation to the English 
congregations on the shores of the 
Mediterranean ; but this is a possibility 
in the remote fature, aud is a plan to 
which there are ecclesiastical objections 
which it would be found difficult to 
surmount. For the present, things 
work very well, and it is satisfactory 
to find that the cause of Christian 
missions is advancin, The establish- 
mont of colleges like St. John’s near 
Shanghni,and Trinity Collego at Ningpo 
is a step of great importance and 
proves that the Anglicans are wise 
enough to borrow a leaf from the 
Jesuit fathers, the most energetic and 
successfal missionaries the world has 
ever seen. Nou-residence has bad its 
ny, and we aro assured that the 
bishops about to be consecrated will 
follow the examples of the two 
prelates now in the field, and devote 
themselves when they come ont heart 
and soul to their work, Everyone who 
has the privilege of knowing Canon 
Scott must rejoice that he is selected 
to preside over the northern see. His 
exertions at the time of the recent 
terrible famine will be long recollected, 
and his single-minded and earnest 
labours as a clergyman are the pledge 
of his zeal and devotion in the bigher 
office to which he has been called. 
We regret that unhappily oue of the 
trials which afflicted the early Romish 
missionaries, and hindered their work 
has visited their Protestaut brethren. 
The celebrated question of “ rites” has 
its parallel in the unfortunate “t

question,” or the discussion about the 
name for God in Chinese which bas 
agitated the churches for so many 
years and seems still na far from 
settlement as ever. Innocent the Tenth, 





Alexander the Seventh, and Clement the 
Eleventh, were sorely exercised by the 
problem presented to them whether 
Tien meant the true God, and whether 
the ceremonies in honour of Confucius 
and other kindred rites were or were 
not merely political. The illustrious 
Kang Hi assured the Christian enquirers 
that they were merely political, but the 
Tmperial decision, as all who have read 
the sad and complicated story know, was 
not final. The history of the Protestant 
“term question” has never disturbed 
the Court of Victoria as the question 
of “rites” did the Court of the Regent 
Orleans, and it is forlunately impos- 
sible that it should do so. It has been 
carried on with bambler weapons aud by 
less prominent men than the controversy 
which perplexed three Popes, still it is 
a controversy which does harm and we 
should be glad in the interests of peace 
to see x compromise if a settlement is 
impossible. At least it would be 
desirable that the members of the 
same mission should in their sermons 
and tracts employ the same uame for 
the Supreme Being. This is a doctrine 
which commends itself to every person 
possessing ordinary common sense. 
We hope sincerely that the bishop in 
whose selection the Church Missionary 
Society has a voice will not needlessly 
complicate the question by crotchets, 
The Bishop of Victoria aud Bishop 
Schereschewsky are at one. We shoald 
be glind to see the bishop, whoever 
he may be, who succeeds Bishop Russell 
agreo with bis episcopal brethren. No 
difficulty is likely to be raised by the 
missionaries of the Society to which 
Canon Scott belongs. They aro new 
arrivals in the field, and have no 
hampering traditions to impede their 
onward way. They inherit no quarrels, 
aud are committed to the use of no 
special versious of religions books. If 
they lave at first used one term they 
have not used it long enough for thera 
to experience any difficulty in substitut- 
ing another for it. Thus it is incon- 
ceivable that they would oppose any 
settlement laid down deliberately by 
their predecessors and seniors. But if 
there are once more two if not three 
parties, the new missionaries cannot 
avoid throwing in their numbers to 
augmont the strength of one, and this 
will prolong the conflict indefinitely. 
The converts will in time read the 
controversial writings of their teachers 
and in turn catch their irritable temper, 
and thus the native Protestant church 
of the future will be rent with schisms. 








(THE CHANGE OF POLITICAL PARTIES IN 
ENGLAND. 

Appanentir the first definite effects of 
the change in political parties in Eng- 
lund is likely to be felt in the Far 
East, aud the Kuldja question, which 
under Lord Benconsfield’s administra- 
tion had been practically waived, is 
again to outer appearance becoming 
ominous. Feeling that the public 
opivion of Europe was against Russia 


in the settlement proposed in the Treaty 
of Livadia, and failing to excite in 
Europe any very lively protest against 
the act of China in refusing to ratify 
that agreement, there remained some 
prospect that Russian statesmen were 
ready to make concessions to the amour 
propre of China, and that some new 
scheme for an arrangement would bo 
proposed. It at all events seems to 
have been the prevalent idea at Peking, 
with the members of the Chinese Gov- 
érnmont at least, that matters would 
not proceed to oxtromities, and the 
probabilities of a war between Russia 
and China haye been more remote 
than they have been for some time. 
There were several reasons for this, 
partly that China and Russia both 
hoped to gain something by an under- 
standing, and partly that both fore- 
saw that a straggle would be costly 
out of proportion to the interests 
involved. Meanwhile, in the event of 
hostilities occurring, Russia has boon 
taking steps in the Pacific, the ulterior 
import of which seems doubtful. There 
seems little occasion for the employ- 
ment in a war with China of the fast. 
steaming cruisers Intely sent out by 
the Russian Government, and their 
preseuce in Pacific waters lends a sus- 
picion to surmises that there aro 
further measures to be taken. The 
blockade of the treaty ports in case of 
a war between Russia and China is 
one of those contingencies which it 
behoves other powers to provide for. 
Even for such a blockade the cruisers 
would be superfluous unless it wore 
intended to apply them to other uses, 
With a firm Government in power in 
England, it is not likely that Russia 
would proceed to extremities along the 
coast of China; but with a Cabinet in 
power one section of whom are ardent 
partisans of Russia, while tho remain- 
der, however disposed to adopt a firm 
attitude themselves, aro yet politically 
dependent on the peace-at-any-price 
party, it may readily be seen how 
admirable an engine may be made out 
of the possession by Russia of a fow fast 
cruisers. Altogether the outlook in 
China since the recent Home changes is 
not reassuring, and, as the effect will 
probably be toforce the Chinese Govern- 
mont into a private arrengement with 
Russia, it seems not unlikely that we 
shall soon hear of some step indicative 
of a now advance of that power in the 
Enst. We know that there are states- 
men in Englaud who look with com- 
placency, if not with pleasure, on the 
advance of Russia, and who console 
themselves with the thought that after 
all it is but natural that a nation should 
advance. If there were any party in 
Russia corresponding to the English 
pro-Russian clique, the future might 
perhaps be left to take care of itself. 
Unfortunately the feeling is nob 
reciprocated, and the aim of every 
Rassian statesman is directly or in- 
directly to take advantage of any 
opening whereby damage may be done 
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predicament in England will assuredly 
be looked upon as an indication of fear, 
rather than the outcome of friendly 
feeling, and the assumed fact will be 
carefully instilled into the minds of all 
those susceptible to Russian iufluence. 
There were probably, as we bave siated 
above, reasons snficiently weighty 
to induce Russia to accept a 
modification of the Treaty of Livadia 
taken on its own merits. With a firm 
Government in power in England, 
Russia would certainly never have 
essayed to complicate matters by 
interfering with the trade of other 
Enropean nations with the Far Enst. 
She has for the moment. scored a point 
by the change of Government in Great 
Britain ; the next step she has been 
long preparing for, tho almost open 
breach between the new British Gov- 
ernment and the Courts of Vienna and 
Berlin, aud the avowed intention of 
reversing the policy of the lato Cabinet 
will cortainly weaken tho hands of 
Great Britain along the Pacific const 
of Asia, It would bo useless at tho 
momout to say that forewarned was the 
equivalent of being forenrmed. Tho 
British statesman of the day cares only 
to look in pleasant quarters, It is 
sufficient for those who are compelled 
to do so to witness the storm without. 








‘THE OXUS AND ITS TRIBUTARIES. 
Now and again we hear of the inten. 
tion of Russin to lead the Oxus by 
the channel of the Uzboy to its 
ancient mouths in the Caspian, and 
wo wonder when we are told that 
there aro no engineoring difficulties in 
the way at the curious fact that the 
Oxus has ever deserted its old bed. 
That Russia should seek to regain so 
advantageous an entrance into Central 
Asia is only natural, and we have no 
reason to grumble if her amb 
should lead her to the performance of 
the task, The question arises, is the 
task fensiblo aud if it were accom. 
plished would it be to the advantage 
of the countries adjacent? Wo fear 
that in the anxiety to convey a silent 
but significant threat to English 
influence in Asin that both these 
questions have been passed over, and 
that the grandness of the scheme of 
restoring au ancient waterway has been 
permitted to warp the minds of those 
most interested. As to the first questic 
the feasibility of the scheme, it may 
be assumed that there are noe 
ing difficulties of any magnitude. The 
level of the bed of the Oxus where it 
tarns off at Urgenj to flow into the 
Aral is nearly 400 feet over the 
Caspian level, and the fall seems to 
be nearly uniform throughout. Tf, 
therefore, n bed were formed sufficiently 
distinct to confiue the waters of the 
river while an embankment was thrown 
across its present entrances to the Aral, 
‘the river would certainly be diverted 
into its old course. Here, however, a 
more important question arises which 
the sanguine supporters of the scheme 
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have permitied to remain concealed. 
Ts the body of water in the Oxus at 
Hazarasp sufficient to carry its stream 
across the desert of Kharezm, and to 
supply the waste from evaporation ? 
‘The best information in our possession 
would soem to prove its inability to do 
so. As it is, the body of the stream at 
Hazarasp is much less than at Charjui 
some 270 miles higher up. The 
Murghab aud the Tejeud both find 
themselves unable to cross the desert 
of Kharezm, and seem to have been in 
a similar predicament for some two 
thousand years. Pliny indeed tells 
us that in the time of Alexander it was 
possible to descend the Icaras (the 
river of Balkh) in a boat, and crossing 
the Caspian to ascend the Aras, bat the 
testimony seems unsupported by facts. 
At all events within historic times the 
Oxus seems never to have been made 
use of as a meaus of conveyance 
for the traffic between Europe and 
Enstern Asin, and neither classical nor 
ese authors give us any indication 
of its ever having been a highway of 
commerce. It is, however, almost 
certain that in those days the extent of 
Arn! was much greater than at present. 
‘The Sary-sn, the Chui, and the Jaxartes, 
seem to have anited their waters, and 
the Polytimetas and the river of 
Karshi, if they did not rench the Aral, 
certainly formed an extensive marsh 
in the present desert of Kizil-ktim. 
‘The amount of water thus missed by 
evaporation in Western ‘Turkestan 
mast have greatly exceeded what. is 
possible to-day, and this must have 
resulted in a greater flow of water in 
the bed of the Oxus. If, therefore, the 
Oxus were diverted from its present 
embouchure in Aral, there is reason to 
believe that the bed of that Inke would 
undergo a still farther desiccation ; and 
this desiccation would undoubtedly 
re-nct on the stream'of the Oxus and 
diminish its already reduced flow, as 
well as tending to reduce still farther 
the streams of the Jaxartes and the 
Zarafshan, ‘The drying up of the Aral 
would be the inevitable consequence,and 
it seems reasouable to suppose that 
were this to take place, the extent of 
the deserts in Western Tarkestan 
would be still farther increased. As 
it is the semi-civilisalion introduced by 
the Russiaus is having an evil effect. 
Tho woods still left standing along the 
flanks of the mountains are being 
rapidly destroyed, and even the desert 
shrub, the saksaval, which prevents the 
Kizil-kim from becoming an utter 
waste is disappenring under their 
demands for firewood to drive the two 
or three steamers at present plying on 
tho Jaxartes. It is unpleasant’ to 
consider, but nevertheless a fact, that 
the presence of man in Central and 
Western A: has had since the 
beginning of history a decidedly detri. 
mental effect. Asia Minor, Meso- 
potamia and Persia owe much of the 
present aridity of their climate to the 
destruction of the woods which once 
clothed the mountain ranges, and the 


























recent inroads of the Russians into 
Central Asia are only completing 
the devastation commenced by Cyrus, 
One project, aud but one alone, seems to 
hold outany hope for theimprovementot 
this vast tract of country, and this seems 
too vast te be undertaken by any power 
in the present condition of the world, 
That project is the re-unital of the 
Caspian aud Black Seas, At present, 
the Caspian is some 85 feet below the 
ocean, aud as the amount of water 
cartied into it by the rivers which at 
present reach it is nob equal to the 
evaporation from its surface, it is gradu- 
ally, though slowly, being lowered. 
The watershed between the two seas 
seems to be less than 30 feet above 
the sea level, and it scoms reasonable to 
suppose that were the water of the 
Black Sea ever made to flow into the 
Caspian, the amount of evaporation in 
Central Asia could be largely incrensed. 
At presont the deposition of water 
from rain and snow in Western Turk. 
estan uot equal to the evaporation, 
and in consequeuce the rivers are gradu- 
ally shrivelling in their beds. Were 
a sufficiency of wator to be introduced 
from without to balance tho aunual 
logs, it seeins reasonable to hope that 
one day the now dried-up beds of the 
rivers would be again filled, and that 
not only would large areas be restored 
to cultivation, but that the dream of a 
uavigable Oxus might eventually be 
realised, 








GLIMPSES AT FOREIGN REVIEWS, 


Daute in his relation to catholicism is 
the subject of M, Julian Klaczko’s last 
causerie. ‘The poet has been ropresented 
in turn as the head of a powerful masonic 
confederacy antagonistic to the Roman 
Church, as a socialist agitator, and as a 
Protestant anticipating Luther, None of 
these views however resists criticism. It 
is true that Dante, like many of his con- 
temporaries and successors, wrote with 
bitterness about the corruption of the 
church and of her ministers from the Pope 
downwards. But he nowhere casts a 
doubt on the divine institution of the 
Catholic Church, and when he is led to 
consider in his sacred capacity a pope for 
whom as an individual no language seemed 
sovere enough, he forthwith compares him 
to the Saviour of mankind. In fact, no 
one can read much of the literature of the 
Middle Ages without coming to the conclu- 
sion, that the extrdordinary freedom of 
speech enjoyed could only have been per- 
mitted as an accompaniment of absolute 
submission of conscience. Odd as it seems, 
the very coarseness wherewith the church 
was treated becomes in this way an index 
of the power it wielded. To Dante alone 
belongs the honour of having treated com- 
prehensively the entire problem of a future 
state. Milton, we are told, is great only while 
celebrating the fall of man and his con- 
demnation, Klopstock only while celebrating 
the redemption, but Dante treats with 
equal art the three aspects of divine pro- 
vidence, justice, merey and reward—the 
terrors of hell, the ineffable joys of paradise, 
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the hopes of purgatory. [There is some- 
thing very ludicrous in associating Klop- 
stock with Milton and Dante, but that is 
no business of ours.] Dante further repre- 
sents the most liberal side of Catholic theo- 
logy. He is deeply concerned about the 
fato of those who practised all the virtues 
without having received or having had the 
chanice to receive the rite of baptism. On 
all sorts of excuses he removes the heroes 
and lights of the classical world from the 
Inferno to which current belief would have 
‘condemned them to the Paradise where he 
loved to’contemplate them. Are Dante's 
poems, taken altogether, autobiographical ? 
Karl Witte, one of the most profound of 
Dante-scholars, believes that they aro; that 
in the Vita Nuova we have the story of 
his simple faith at the outsot of his career, 
followed by doubt and apostasy, marked by 
the Convito, and wound up by a return to 
the true fold, marked by the Divina Com- 
media, ‘Tho phases of individual life and 
of tho life of humanity are thus recorded 
from the religious point of view. But, as 
M. Klaczko keenly remarks, the antagor- 
ism betweon reason and faith was not 
realised in the fourteonth century. We 
are apt to project our familiar ways of 
thinking into eras and circumstances 
which had but little in common with onr 
own. For Dante, as for St. ‘Thomas and 
St. Ansolm, science was the daughter, sister 
and spouse of God, the human expression 
of truth that was true because it was 
divine, There were doubts among tho 
thinkers of the middle age, but no Doubt. 
An over-receding horizon of investigation 
would have had no charm for them, and as 
there was no temptation to fall into, there 
could be no remorse upon recovery.—Po 
many people the International is a word of 
dtead, the symbol of all that is disturbing 
the foundations of modern society. In 
reality the International corresponded at 
the timo of its rise to a spreading conviction 
that the interests of the whole civilised 
world wore one, and that geographical 
limitations were destined to become obso- 
lete. All nations were to form but one 
family. ‘The International therefore never 
was and never had need to be a sccret 
society, It was originated by workmen 
who, as the result of no very complicated 
process of reasoning, had come to the con- 
élusion that only by a mutual understand- 
ing could the price of labour be maintained 
in face of competition among manufacturers 
for the control of markets. The London 
Exhibition of 1862, by bringing a number 
of French operatives into contact with their 
English fellows suggested and facilitated 
the organisation of an international society. 
‘Two yoars later the views held began to gain 
precision. The tomporary character of 
wages, as forming merely a step to as- 
sociation, was then insisted on. In 1866, 
the more general proposition was formu- 
lated, ‘No duties without corresponding 
rights ; no rights without corresponding 
duties.” So far there was accord. But 
personal jealousies soon sprang up. To 
say nothing of a European combination, 
it was found impossible to maintain dis- 
cipline within the contingents furnished by 
each country. Burning questions arose. 
‘Was every form of religion to be con- 
demned? Were men who worked with 























their heads rather than with their hands 
to be excluded? Were political matters to 
be supervised? At first these questions 
were decided in a cominon sense way with 
no more than the inevitable amount of 
grumbling from the minority. But in 1867, 
and still more decidedly in 1869 (at the 
Congress of Lausanne), the Society an- 
nounced its views on social and political 
subjects, and in spite of the more moderate 
members “the republic” was voted. In 
1868, a meeting was held at Brussels, just 
when the Luxembourg difficulty was 
threatening a rupture between France and 
Prussia, ‘The watchword adopted was 
“war against war,” and Inter on, when in 
1870 war was actually declared, the most 
friendly protestations were interchanged 
by the workmen's societies of Paris and 
Berlin, How little they availed is matter 
of history. ‘Tho aims of the International 
were now tolerably well defined—to abolish: 
th relation of employer and employed, to 
establish absolute community in the soil, 
and to revolutionise society by a process 
of levelling down, But already there 
were a left centre and an extreme left, 
whose views on many vital points were 
irreconcileable. ‘Thus whether inheritanco 
should be abolished or not was a topic on 
which agreement had been declared impos- 
sible, when to the division already existing 
Bakounin (Bale 1869) added hatred and 
bitterness by tho introduction” of his 
Nihilism. Tho only object to be sought, 
according to him, was the subversion of 
the existing order. When humanity should 
be reduced to a nebular condition, a 
cosmos might perhaps ovolve itself. Such 
views were not officially adopted, and 
although many members of the Iuterna- 
tional joined tho Paris Commune, they did 
so only as individuals. At La Hayo in 
1872 the Society received its death-blow. 
Diversity of views had led to keenly 
debated questions of authority and pre- 
cedence. The liberal clement disappeared, 
while tho radical, finally abandoning the 
original ground oceupied by the society, 
adopted Socialism. It has ever since been 
merged in the various associations for the 
regeneration of society in the direction 
of chaos,—We havo already drawn atten- 
tion to M. Daubrée’s remarkable experi- 
ments in geology, whereby he seeks to 
reproduce the physical conditions existing 
on the earth at the times when the various 
strata of tho crust were being formed. His 
results are truly marvellous and reproduce 
with so much exactness the mineral forms 
encountered by tho practical geologist 
as well as the arrangement (including dis- 
turbance and distortion) of strata, that 
little doubt is left as to the processes by 
which the earth was brought to its present 
condition. The paper must be read, as it 
is impossible to summarise it. Of especial 
interest are the experiments (pp. 366-372) 
by which are established the relation 
between the capillary imbibition of sea 
water by porous rocks and the activity of 
voleanoes, and the fusional effects of high 
pressure on substances the most intractable. 
—The abortive Royalist attempt to obtain 
possession of Strasbourg in 1792 is the sub- 
ject of an interesting, if not very important, 
paper by M. Victor de Saint-Genis, who 
has obtained access to letters written by 














the Comte de Vioménil, the most trusted 
of the Royalist leaders, which letters have 
up to the present remained unpublished. 
Beyond whatrolates tothe Count personally, 
and fuller details than we have elsewhere 
seen of tho negociations and intrigues 
within Strasbourg, we do not find that 
M. do Saint-Genis has added much to our 
previous knowledge of the attempt made 
by tho princes to obtain a firm base of 
operations on French soil.—An elaborate 
article on the history of English banking 
and banks is worthy of attention.

This work forms one of a very useful 
series, professing to give a brief and intel- 
ligent account of the various non-Christian 
religious systems of tho world. Tho author 
commences with an introductory chapter 
in which he sketches tho state of China at 
the timo of the birth of Confucius, Ho 
does justice to the really commanding 
qualities of the Sage, and points out the 
strong places in the character of tho 
“‘Phroneless King” very clearly, ‘No 
great character in history,” he says, “can 
appeal more surely from the opinion of his 
contemporaries to the verdict of posterity 
than Confucius, He was essentially a 
statesman, and the political views he 
advocated required for their development 
a sustained period of peace aud quiet. He 
was born for a time of poaco’ and 
he was nurtured amid the clash of 
arms; he was designed by nature for 
the council-chamber, and he was destined 
to find governments administered by armed 
men surrounded by the din of war. The 
times wero against him, and he was obliged 
to yield to the decrées of fate. Instead of 
being the honoured adviser of a virtuous 
sovereign striving to reproduce tho heroic 
age of Yaou aud Shun among a contented 
and law-abiding people, he spent the greater 
part of his life in offering his services to 
princes who disdained his overtures and 
laughed at his theories.” It is impossible 
to say what beneficent results would not 
have ensued, if the great statesman had 
only had a sovereign wise enough and far- 
seeing enough to carry out his noble con- 
ceptions, and to rule in accordance with the 
principles ho had laid down as the basis of 
enduring empire. But at the beginning, as 
at the present day, China presented a start- 
ling discrepancy between the council board 
and the executive department. Sublime 
theories and miserable performance strike 
one everywhere, and always by their ugly 
and staring contrast. ‘The best portion of 
the little manual is the account of the 
interviow between Confucius and Laou- 
tsze. The founder of Taouism was Keeper 
of the Archives at the Imperial court of 
Chow, ané@ while there Confucius had a 
memorable interview with him. “Like 
another Aristotle Confucius visited the 
Chinese Socrates.” When Confucius was 
eulogizing the ancients and their wisdom, 
Laou-tsze cut him short with the remark 
“The men of whom you speak, sir, have, 
with their bones, already mouldered into 
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dust and only their words remain. Moreover, 
if the superior man gets his opportunity 
he mounts his car and takes office ; and if 
he does not get his opportunity he goes 
through life like a wisp of straw rolling 
over sand.” ‘The sage was naturally discom- 
fited, but the readers of Confucius have 
probably often felt, like Laou-tsze, a little 
tired with the lofty airs of the superior man. 
Weare pleased with the account of Taouism, 
though the vagueness of the whole subject 
isacknowledged. The word ‘Taou” or “The 
Way,” which some hold to be equivalent to 
“Reason” or “Logos,” is a puzzle. On 
this matter, however, there is much to be 
said, and we look with interest to a forth- 
coming work on Taouism which will, we 
have no doubt, create considerable diseus- 
sion, Meantine, itis curious to be reminded 
that the early Jesuit missionaries found in 
the pages of the Taow-tih-king a prophetic 
knowledge of the truths of Christianity, and 
that, according to Montneei, “ the principle 
object of the Taow-tih-king is to establish a 
singular knowledge of the Supreme Bein: 
in three persons, Many passages speal 
so clearly of 2 Triune God that to any 
one reading this book it will be plain that 
the mystery of the Holy Trinity was 
revealed to the Chinese more than five 
centuries before the coming of Jesus 
Christ.” This is fat-fetched-and proves 
how much which we desire to find we 
bring with us, but there is no donbt that 
in many particulars the Great Sage of the 
Middle Kingdom, whose name has been 
honoured almost more than that of any 
of the sons of men, was inferior in what 
we must call spiritual discernment to the 
founder of Taouism. ‘The following are 
noble sentences, “As for me,” said Laou- 
tsze, “Ihave three precious things which 
Thold fast and prize ; namely compassion, 
economy and humility. Being compas- 
sionate I can be brave, being economical 
T can be liberal, and being humble I 
become the chief of men. But in the 
present day men give up compassion, and 
cultivate only courage; they give up 
economy and aim only at liberality ; they 
give up the last placo and seek only the 
first ; itis their death, Compassion is that 
which is victorious in the attack and secure 
in the defence. When Heaven would save 
& man, it encireles him with compassion.”” 

Itis perfectly fair to say that by the side 
of these lofty sentiments the tedious minute- 
ness of the Confucian precepts, with all the 
apparatus of etiquette which prescribed 
rules for sitting in a chair, and lying on a 
bed; for arranging a robe and showing 
a gitest out of the door-way appears to great 
disadvantage. In such utterances as these 
Mr. Douglas truly remarks, “ Laon-tsze 
showed himself to be as superior to Con- 
fucius as the Christian dispensation is to 
the Mosaic law.” 

We hope we have said enough to induce 
our readers to peruse this very able little 
hook. It isextremely readable, and is one 
of many signs which the important society 
which issues it has lately given of the new 
spirit which is animating them, as it proves 
their desire to furnish carefully written 
readable volumes at a small price to the 
public. Few students can lay Mr. Doug- 
Jas’s handy book down without learning 
something from its pages.

‘The ex-Ambassador Ch’ung How, though 
still in confinement, is in good’ health, 
sleeps and eats well, and is not by any 
means without hope of getting through 
his troubles withont the loss of his 
head. I hare reasun to believe that the 
rumours as to his having been subjected to 
squeezes” of various amounts at different 
times are without foundation, although it 
is not impossible that he may have made 
presents to certain persons. His property 
has certainly not been confiscated, and I 
hear that an official of exalted rank, whose 
opinion may be considered worth some- 
thing, has said that he did not consider that 
Ch’ung How’s life was in danger. 

The general attitude of the Chinese 
Government seems to be pacific, and I do 
not think that they wish to provoke hostil- 
ities with Russia, although they certainly 
seem to be taking steps to be ready for any 
contingeney that may arise. The arsenal 
at Tientsin, I hear, has been very actively 
engaged for some considerable time, 
largely in the manufacture of powder, more 
especially for the army of ‘I'so Ts'ung- 
tang. The forces of that General, with 
the reserves im Kansu, amount, I believe, 
to at least 60,000 men, but it is not 
improbable that 80,000 ‘would be nearer 
the mark. 

{ do not think that the news received 
here a day or two ayo of the change of 
Government in Great Britain will have 
much, if any, effect on the situation, for 
the reason that those members of ’ the 
Government of Peking who are most desir- 
ous of war are those who know least about 
foreign politics and the relations existing 
between the different European powers. 1 
very much doubt if any of the Ministers 
have at any time taken into consideration 
even the bare possibility of receiving from 
the British Goverment anything’ more 
substantial than “moral support.”

‘The following native gun-boats have 
lately come into port :—Chei-pei, Chen-nan, 
Chen-su, Chen-tung, Tsaon-chang and Way- 
yuen_ After coaling they leave, some say for 
‘Ta Lien Wan Bay ; others havo it that they 
are bound to the Groat Wall, to practise 
guns. Anyhow the arrival of so many war- 
Vessels causes some commotion amongst the 
natives, who fancy that there is something 
serious pending, more particularly as for a 
month past, a sort of military road, two 
miles long, has been under construction. 
This road leads from the native city to what 
is known as No.2 Beacon, where a fort is 
being dug up. As such fort would command 
the entrance to the river, it looks as if 
preparations were beiny made for defendin; 
this port of the province from anticipated 
attacks. Rumours are afloat that we are 
to have the presence of some thousand of 
drilled soldiers soon, and we only hope 
they may not give trouble. From the 
north (inland), we hear there is a move- 
meut of troops towards the Amoor, where 
the Russians have been encroaching on 
Chinese and Corean territory for many 
years, and perhaps all these arrangements 
are intended to warn off the great Russian 
bear, At any moment a spark may set 
fire to a very uasty conflagration, and 
foreigners just now are in danger.

The Governor, Admiral Erdman, was 
called to St. Petersburg to take his seat on 
the Commission, which is to decide the fate 
of the port. He left in the middle of the 
winter, namely, on the 28th of January, to 
undertake a voyage of no small hardship. 
We are astonished here to seo in Home 
papers that the port is going to be changed 
to Olga, but it is most certainly only in the 
papers that this conclusion has been taken, 
as the Commission has as yet not met. 
Besides, this canard got inlo the papers 
before Governor ‘Erdinan had. reudued 
St. Petersburg, and it is not likely that 
the question would be decided before that 
gentleman had had his say. Neither is it 
decided if this Governor will return or not. 

‘The other event here in the wintor was 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of H.I.M. the 
Emperor's accession, which was celebrated 
with due loyalty.’ In the forenoon a 
review was held, at which the merchants 
had provided a generous spread for both 
officers and men. In the evening a sub- 
scription ball was given in the new 

aff-buildings, and the town was gaily 
illuminated. 

One fine day in the middle of March the 
first rumour of a possible war with China 
came quite suddenly. As I have heard, the 
news reached Wladivostock in th 
asecret telegram to the authorities, 
hours afterwards, and the secret was all 
‘over town, and every dirty Mansa was exult- 
ing at the idea of sacking Wladivostook, 
One of these gentlemen, whose personal 
appearance painfully impressed mo with 
the belief thet he might be suduring 
from hydrophobia, told me that an army 
of eighty thousand Chinamen was on 
its way to Wladivostock, in company 
with a gun from Canton, able to shoot 160 
versts. I am not prepared to state if these 
are facts, but I see now the folly it would 
be to translate Mituchausen into Chin 

Some time ayo, the Senior Naval Officer 
here, Mr. Feldhausen, Captain of first rank, 
an_ officer favourably known from the 
Crimean war for personal bravery, was 
made Commandant of Wladivostock, which 
gives him power over the land ‘forces, 
as well as over the naval forces here, 
We are to be congratulated at having a 
gentleman of so much ovongy til this 

ost, and some results of his administration 
Parc -alseady, boon seen: 

All night through guards are posted 
everywhere in the streets, consisting of 
soldiers in full war-paint, and you cannot 
move twenty paces without being challenged 
with a “ Kto idijot?” or “ Kto tam?” and 
woe to the unhappy Chinaman who is 
found in the streets after half-pasteight ; his 
night quarters will be in the police-station 
and his stay here shortened very con- 
siderably. 

‘As I told you in my last letter, the 
merchants are not allowed to sell ammuni- 
tion or weapons to anybody, unless the 
intending buyer has a permit from the 
police, aud the other day when I took 
my morning stroll, I was surprised at 
seeing the market’ strongly guarded by 
soldiers. Other houses where Chinamen 
live were guarded in the same way, and on 
enquiring I heard that the police were 
searching for weapons and ammunition, 
As far as I know, nothing was found but an 
old rusty pistol or two, a result at which 
don't wonder. Mansa is not so stupid as 
to keep his stores in the house, which may 
be searched every moment by a police 
Cossack. Apropos of the police Cossack, 
he is blooming just now—he is in his glory, 
running about with a horse-whip in his 
belt, bullying Chinamen and Mansas to his 
heart’s content, running one in after the 
other, dragging them by the pigtail, 
kicking them behind and cuffing them all 
oer. Oh! how brave this fellow ia! 
Ouly he detests soap as much as his former 
bosom friend, the Mansa, does. Not that 
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the latter is worth any pity, for a more 
rascally-looking lot than the Mansas here 
Thave never seen, every mother’s son of 
them looking like’ the very incarnation of 
ten Greek robbers. 

The fortifications here are being put in 
order, and a great contract for provisions, 
coals, etc., to the amount of some 200,000 
roubles was offered by the Government and 
taken by the enterprising firm of Messrs. 
J. Ablers & Co. It is said that another well- 
known merchant here, finding he was 
underbid, in his disappointment at not 
being able to serve his country, sent an 
application to the authorities offering to 
take the contract for 13,000 roubles less 
than anybody else, as he was a patriot; but 
the authorities failed to see why’ this 
patriot’s noble feelings had not been 
awakened before he made his first offer, 
and declined the patriot’s patriotic offer 
with thanks, Such is the reward of virtue ! 
But at all events I think Wladivos- 
tock has the honour of recording the first 
instance of patriotism in this new war, if to 
blows it comes. The by-word in Wladi- 
vostock now is “ Patriot.” 

Some twenty-five versts from town, 
there stands a small blockhouse, in which 
there woro living threo soldiers, looking 
after Government cattle. To this house 
camo on a night about one month ago some 
‘Mansas and asked for shelter, which they 
got. ‘These Mansas brought samshoo with 
thom, with which they liberally treated 
thoir hosts. Tho result of threo Ru: 
soldiers, eight Chineso and a bottle of sam- 
shoo in a small lonely blockhouse, was, 
on the Ru: tivo soldiers hacked 

i one badly wounded 
(now in ital), and on the Chinese 
Sido, eight Colestial gentlemen who lft, and 
with an excuseable disregard of meum and 
tuum, took three Russian guns and diverse 
side-weapons with them, without leaving 
any clue to their whereabouts. 

‘The first vessel that arrived hore this year 
was tho Wladimir from Nagasaki, but she 
was prevented from entering the harbour on 
account of ice, After her came the Fried- 
erichs from Cronstadt, with mostly Govern- 

t stores on board. Some days after, the 
men-of-war which ‘had wintered hero, 
namely, the Vostock, Ermack, Nevpa and 
Gornostai put out from the port and hoisted 
the flag. Since that the Eimack left on tho 
2st inst, for Passiet, with 150 Mansas on 
board who are going to be sent over the 
border. ‘They are mostly people who have 
been found without passports, and who are 
unable to get anyone to be security for 
them. It is said that many Mansas before 
this have loft the Settloment of their own 
account. The Vostock left yesterday for 
Port Olga and Nahodka, 

‘The Tongous arrived here on the 20th 
from Nagasaki, On board were the aide- 
de-camp to H-R‘H. the Duke of Genoa, 
who intends to travel through Siberia, Mr. 
Olarovsky, Russian Consul at Nagasaki, 
who is on'leave for one year, and twelve 
Japanese students. What these gentle- 
meu are going to study in Wladivostock, 
is aa yet a conundrum left to solve for the 
























coming race, ‘The Tongous will leave to- 
morrow again for Nagasaki, having on 
board the Governor's family, bound for 


Europe, vid America, 

Thear the first of the Russian steamers, 
the Moskiea, is expected here to-morrow ot 
the day after. The Appin is expected here 
shortly too. What Appin means has 
bothered our local linguists very much ; 
it is generally supposed to mean “bad 
Yeather.”|A hopeful member of the com- 
munity suggested that a telegraphic error 
had abbreviated the name, and that Mr. 
M, C. Adams had chartered Appin-ess. As 
this is not the first peculiarity shown by 
tho said hopeful member, he is henceforth 
shunned by every well-thinking patriot

“To what extent is the use of opium an 
obstacle to the sprend of Christianity in 
China ; and what can be done to prevent 


its use?” was the subject of a paper read 
by the Rev. R. Swallow before the Ningpo 
Missionary Association on the erening of 
Tuesday Inst. The essayist referred 
to the revived interest in the opium 
question in consequence of the widely 
published remarks of ‘a certain erratic 
oficial” in China, and to the energetic 
tation of the Anti-Opium Society in 
ngland. He stated tho usual Chinese 
objections to the drug :—That it squanders 
wealth, interrupts inldustry, destroys life, 
cramps talent, disorga 
enfeobles the defenders of the country, 
loosens the bonds of society, and corrupts 
the morals of the people. He held that 
this indictment could be proved, and quoted 
an immense mass of evidence in support of 
the statement that opiuin wasoneof the very 
gentent hindrances to the spread of the 

‘ospel in China, In reference to tho last 
part of the question, “ What can be done 
to prevent its uso 2” the essayist suggested, 
Ist.—A good text book on the subject for 
the use of schools, we. 2ud.—Au anti- 
opium tract, by an expericnced medical 
man, (Dr. Barchot was urged to undertake 
this work], for popular circulation, 3rd.— 
The establishment of anti-opium halls, 
unconnected with the churches, where the 
people should be invited to hear lectures 
and addresses on this subject by capable 
natives and foreigners. 4th.—Increased 
support for the opium hospitals already in 
existence, and the opening of new ones 
as speedily as possible. Sth.—Frequent 
special sermons and addresses on this topic 
to the native Church. 

In the course of the animated discussion 
which followed the reading of Mr. Swal- 
low’s paper, a number of suguestions 
were offered by various speakers for the 
furtherance of the anti-opium crusade. A 
general feeling appeared to exist that more 
should be done to aid the Anti-Opium 
Society in England. It was stated that 
facts were constantly coming to the know- 
ledge of the speakers which ought to be at 
once communicated to the editor of the 
Friend of China, but which were often 
allowed to pass from the memory without 
any attempt to record or utilize them. 
Several speakers expressed their deter: 
minationin future to notedown theirexperi- 
ences, and forward them to England with 
the view of strengthening the hauds of the 
parent society. A strong desire was also 
oxpressed for some organization in con- 
nection with the native churches for dealing 
with the opium question ; but, after some 
debate, it was resolyed to appoint a com- 
mittee to report to the Association upon 
the form of action most suited to the place 
and circumstances. ‘This Committee con- 
sists of the Rev. F. F. Gough, M.A., 
S. P. Barchet, M.D., and the Rev. 
Messrs. Butler and Swallow.

Greagh, Esy.,in the Police Court on the 
23rd ult. We have already published the 
particulars of the alleged libel. After a 
I investigation, his Worship thought 
there was a primd facid ease made oul to 
go toa jury, and hie ruled accordingly, the 
Serendaut being bound over in his personal 
recoguizances as before. - 

The China Mail reports that a new lino 
of steamers is about to be established 
between Honskong and the Duteh settle- 
ments in the south, ‘The first of their 
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vessels, tho Graaf von Bylandt, was 
expected about the 30th ult., and would 
probably inaugurate the company 
‘making her first run on the 10th May. Tt 
is intended to open up a traflic between 
Amoy, Hongkong and Macao direct with 
the Batch settlements without cal at 
Singapore, and four steamers have been 
selected for that purpose. 

The Daily Press learns that during the 
absence on leave of the Hon. C. B, Plunket, 
the Hon. Ng Choy will take his place on 
the Bench at the Police Court, and that 
Mr. G. S. Northcote will act as Coroner. 
‘As Mr. Plunket goes on full psy during 
the four months he will be away, no emolu- 
ments attach to the acting appointments. 
Dr. Stewart will act as Colonial Secretary 
during Mr. Marsh’sabsence. Mr. and Mrs. 
Marsh left by the last English mail.— 
Mr. R. A. M, Hogg, barrister-at-law, on the 
motion of the Attorney-General, has been 
admitted on the rolls of the Supreme Court. 
‘The Chief Justice said all he could say was, 
the more the merrier, but the fewer the 
better fare. There are now six barristers 
in the Colony. 

A silver tankard is to be presented to 
Captain Benning of the steamer White 
Cloud by the pilgrims who visited Sanchoan. 
Tho tankard is of Chinese make and is 
handsomely embossed. On the front is the 
following inscription :—“ Presented to Cap- 











tain A. Benning by the Pilgrims to San- 
choan, 1880.” 
Among the passengers who left the 


Colony by the French mail steamer Oz:us, 
on Saturday, the 24th ult., were a lady 
and gentleman who had left their house in 
charge of friends who were to discharge 
the servants, which they did on the follow- 
ing day, Subsequently the lady discovered 
that she had forgotten a bag that sho had 
left in her bed-room. This bag contained 
jewellery to the value of $8,0( When 
the Ozus arrived at Saigon, a telegram was 
despatched to Hongkong in reference to 
the bag and its contents, and search was 
made in the house, but the bag could not 
be found. ‘The matter was then placed in 
the hands of Sergeant Toomey, who searched 
the house of the lady’s late amah, and 
found all the missing jewellery concealed 
in boxes underneath her bed. 

The China Mail says fifty jinrikshaws 
are now on the streets for hire on the same 
terms as chairs. They have been intro- 
duced by a Chinese firm and ate let out by 
the day to the coolies for the sum of 30 
cents, the coolies pocketing all they make 
over that. They are of the commonest 
kind and of the roughest finish, but are 
comfortable, safe and smart. ‘They are of 
little use for the hills, but will be found 
extremely useful in long distance level 
runs, There can be little doubt the ren- 
ture will prove a success. 

‘The German frigate Freya was shortly 
expected from Valparaiso. The Japanese 
corvette Hi Yei Kwan left on the 27th for 
Macao. H.M.’s gunboat Hornet, Com- 
mander J. §. Eaton, arrived at Singapore 
from Hongkoug on the 16th ult. 

Telegraphic communication between 
Hofigkong and the Philippines was com- 
pleted on the 1st inst. when congratulatory 
messages were exchanged between Their 
Excellencies, the Governor-General of the 
Philippines and the Governor of Hongkong. 
‘The former telegraphed to Governor Hei 
nessy as follows :— In communicating 
directly with Your Excellency, I fulfil a 
very pleasing duty in to-day congratulating 
you and returning thanks for your valuable 
co-operation.” Governor Heiinessy replied 
“T heartily congratulate your Excellency. 
‘The communication now opened will still 
further increase the commerce of Manila 
and Hongkong, and be an additional guar- 
antee for the friendship of Spain and 
England.” 

The Daily Press understands that the 
Iaunch which distinguished itself at Cape 
D'Aguilar the other dey, as noted in its 

















columns, is the Li Chop, an account of 
whose later zeal appears below. It is 
rumoured that she is waiting about for 
the starting of some junks with a large 
quantity of opium. Considering that she 
belongs to the Commissioner of the Salt 
Gabelle, it seems strange she should turn 
her attention to different work. ‘The man 
in charge of her is a particularly active 
individual, and no doubt does much to 
keep the merchants of the Colony in awe. 
On Thursday night about half-past eleven 
o'clock, this launch was discovered by the 
police to be lying for “something” at West 
Point, close to the native craft, with all 
lights’ out on board. Upon the police 
boarding her the people on board said they 
were waiting for a steamer, and afterwards 
contradicted themselves and said they were 
waiting for a friend. They were told either 
to go out of the harbour or go up to the 
man-of-war anchorage. Evidently being 
afraid of not catching the “friend,” the 
launch chose the former, and steamed out 
of harbour. 





‘CANTON. 

About a dozen criminals were beheaded 
on ‘the execation ground on the 16th 
ult, 

A proclamation has been issued by the 
‘Viceroy and Hoppo prohibiting the export 
of rice, which it appears has been going 
on to some extent in breach of the law. 
If under special circumstances a person 
should'want to export rice to any place, 
it is notified that the quantity must be 
limited to two hundred piculs, on which 
duty must be paid and a certificate will be 
required by the Customs. 

the Prefect of Sinchan-fa, in the pro- 
vince of Kwahgsi, has sent to the Canton 
authorities information of an extensive 
robbery committed on the Imperial treasury 
at that place. Some of the robbers hi 
been captured, but it was reported that the 
ringleader had fled to Canton. The Prefect 
therefore requests the Canton authorities to 
make inquiries after him. A notice has 
been issued offering a reward of $100 to 
auyone who will give information leading 
to the arrest of the prisoner, and $1,400 
and the fifth military rank to anyone who 
will hand over the man himself.—Daily 
Press Con dence.

‘There has been a fairly large business 
passing in Congou tea, 16,000 boxes being 
reported as tho fortnight’s settlements 
at Ts. 15 to 25, and of these the bulk 
were taken during the first week, Since 
then, operations have been light, and 
there is a decided tendency on the part 
of holders to accept lower prices. We 
classify 9,000 boxes, of the above settle 
ments, as “common” at Tis, 15 to 174, 
5,000 ‘boxes “medium” 18 to 21, and 
2,000 boxes “good medium to fine” at 
‘Tis, 22 to 25. Prices show a decline of 
quite ‘Tls. 1 to 2 compared with those 
current when our last report was published. 
Stock is computed at 20,000 to 30,000 boxes, 
of which more than one half will be charac- 
terized as “common.” At Macao business 
is on a restricted scale, and prices are much 
on a par with those ruling here. Scented 
‘Teas —Some 8,000 boxes of New Season's 
Caper and 1,500 Orange Pekoe are being 
packed “under contract,” of which, it is 
probable, a large portion will be shipped 
pers.s. Ajax, and the present mail steamer. 
Prices have not transpired, nor do operators 
appear inclined to be further interested, 
unless at about Tis. 4 to 5 below what is 
generally asked. The crop may be con- 
sidered of a very fair average quality ; the 
teas in cup being fairly strong, and in infu- 
sion bright and good; in make, however, 
We see no improvement on last season’s.— 
Orerland Trade Report.

BANGKOK. 

“We hear that the wire and other material 
for the proposed telegraphic line which the 
Siamese Government design constructing 
have been delivered in Bangkok, and now 
there is no reason why the construction of 
the line should not speedily become ‘an 
accomplished fact. If the leading members 
of the Siamese Government will be unani- 
mous and co-operate, Bangkok ought to be 
soon in telegraphic’ communication with 
the outside world. 

‘We learn that it is in contemplation to 
send H. E, Chow P'rayah Kosah Mahah 
Tibaudee, t'ce P’ra-klang, the Minister of 
Foreign ‘Affairs, on a special Mission to 
England. He will be the bearer of the 
grand Siamese order which His Majesty 
the King of Siam will bestow upon Her 
Majesty the Queen of England. It is said 
that the Minister will start the next time 
the Siamese steamer Bangkok leaves this 
port, which will be in the latter part of April 
or early in May.—Daily Press. 








NAGASAET. 
Although the entranco to Nagasaki 
harbour isnot troubled with an “obstructive 
bar,” similar to the one at Woosung, 
there is nevertheless an impediment to the 
trade of the port slowly but surely forcin, 
itself upon the notice of merchants anc 
shippers. ‘The Rising Sun once more refers 
to the mud bank at the head of the bay, and 
says that “during the greater part of the 
st week the Custom-house hatobas, at both 
aii and Segaramatz, have been un- 
available during business hours, to the lo: 
inconvenience and delay of ships and ship- 
pers importing or exporting general cargo, 
ne steamer in particular was delayed and 
put to the expense of paying for a night 
permit, simply because there was not auf- 
ficient water during the day to float the 
cargo-boats to the Custom-house, whore it 
was absolutely necessary, according to tho 
regulations of the port, that they should 
go in order to have their contents examined 
and stamped previous to being shipped. ‘The 
Commissioner of Customs cannot be very 
wide awake to the general inte: or he 
would not allow thi: te of affairs to con- 
tinue. It is very certain that before long 
either the bay will have to be dredged, or 
the Custom-house hatobas will have to be 
removed. ‘There is at present a dredging 
machine out of employment in the harbour, 
the cost of working which would bes moro 
trifle, and the sooner it is eet to work the 
better for all concerned. 
The U.S. frigate Ticonderoga was still 
in harbour, but was daily expected to leave 
for Corea, where she will only remain a 
few days. It is uncertain whether she will 
return to Nagasaki or proceed direct to 
Kobe. 2 
The new propeller blades which were 
fitted to the Glencoe during her stay it was 
believed would be a great success 




















HIOGO. 

‘The papers received by the last mail 
from this port coniain very little news of 
local interest. ‘The Kobeites seem to fully 
maintain their reputation for sport, and 
the training for the regatta, which tas to 
take place on the Ist inst. appears to have 
been absorbing the leistre time of the 
community, 

The man-of-war Amaki-Kwan arrived 
on tho 19th instant, and after a stay 
of a few days she was to proceed to Fusan, 
Corea. 

H.B.M.’s surveying vessel Sylvia, which 
left on the 24th ult., went to Cape 
Chichakof? to take a line of soundings 
there, which will complete her surveying 
work’on the coast of Japan. She will then 
proceed to Hongkong, and it is expected 
that by the middle of June she will leave 
fhat port on her howeward voyage round 
the Cape of Good Hope, She has had an 
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oxcoptionally long term of service on the 
China and Japan station, during which 
time she has been employed in surveying 
the coasts of Japan and the Inland Sea, and 
the work, the Hiogo News believes, has 
been done in an excellent manner. At all 
the treaty porta in, Japan, the Sylnia has 
been well known during the past twelve 
years, and wherever she went her officers 
‘and crow were always looked upon as a 
superior class of men, At Kobo especi- 
ally they were very popular, and fro- 
quently joined in the athletic and aquatic 
sports, for which the port is famous. In 
bidding the Sylvia and her gallant crew 
farewell, the News wishes them a happy 
and pleasant homeward voyage.

east, a seaman named Bland fell overboard. 
‘There was a fresh and increasing wind at 
the time, and a life-buoy was thrown to 
the seaman and the ship brought up; a 
boat under charge of the second officer, 
Mr, Robort Nelson, of New York, aged 
87 years, and manned by Martin Wolf, 
Norwegian, 22 years, O. A. Brown of 
California,” 26 years, James Johnson, 
Onnadian, 21 years, and Vincent Chites, 
Ttalian, 24 years of age, was immediately 
lowered and proceeded to the assistance of 
Bland, This boat was no sooner clear of 
the ship than a heavy snow-squall came on, 
and when the weathor was again clear no 
boat was to be seen, +The ship was then 
headed in the direction of the boat when 
last visible, and hove to. At noon, the 
wind and sea increasing, all traces of the 
boat appeared to be lost, a look-out being 
constantly kept aloft to no purpose. At 
one p.m., the ship taking large quantities 
of water on board, and the gale increasing, 
‘we were compelled,” the report, 
« with regret to keep the ship before the 
wind for the safety of all concerned,” and 
the boat's erew, and the seaman for whom 
search was being made, were abandoned to 
their fate, in a wild sea and at least five 
hundred miles from the south-west coast 
of Tasmania, the nearest land. As it is 
exceedingly "probable searching official 
inquiry will bo instituted, tho Gazette re- 
frains from any comments, merely recording 
the fact that five men, in endeavouring to 
rescue a comrade, have, in all human 
robability, sacrificed their lives. The 
Thavles Dennis is a ship of 1700 tons 
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‘he Corean Ambassador, who is shortly 
expected to arrive in Japan, will land either 
at Nagasaki or Shimonoseki, and make the 
journey to Tokio overland. ‘The reason 
for this is said to be that the Corean 
Government has heard a great deal about 
the improvements which 
since the Restoration, and therefore it 
wished that the Ambassador should make 
an inspection of the internal condition of 
the country.

chief offender in this matter, and the others, 
soven in all, were tried as accessories after 
the fact. From the evidence taken at the 
cond trial it was proved that they 
had all, in effect, bought and disposed 
of women and girls, but they stated 
in their defence, that they were only 
executing commissions for their friends, 
and that the several transactions were 
not of.a business nature. Some women 
were bought as wives, and others as 
adopted daughters, for their friends, and 
they charged no more for them, than they 
paid, receiving nothing in addition except 
a small present as an honorarium for their 
trouble. ‘The memorialist finds that the 
law on the subject is to the following 
effect :—“ Anyone who purchases women 
and girls, for the purpose of selling them 

in as wives, concubines, or adopted 
children, shall receive one hundred blows 
with the heavy bamboo, and be banished 
for three years.” In accordance with the 
law above quoted, he has sentenced six of 
them to receive hundred: blows in the 
mitigated degree, and to bo banished for 
three years. The seventh, being an 
expectant major, has been condemned to 
military servitude.—Referred to the Board 
of Punishments. 

(8) The Governor of Kuangsi denounces 
an expectant sub-Prefect in the military 
store department at Kuei-lin Fu who has 
been detected in the falsification of account 
rendered for the purchase of cloth for flags 
and tents, charging seven candareens more 
than the market rate on every ten feet of 
material, An expectant sub-Prefect in the 
commissariat office beyond the frontier, 
that was established in connection with the 
operations against Li Yang-ts'ai, is also 
denounced for sending in returns in excess 
of the sums actually expended by him. It 
is requested that both officers may be 
cashiered, and that authority may be given 
for the recovery of the amounts respectively 
embezzled by them.—Granted by decree 
earlier issued.

April 5t A decree. ‘Tho Super- 
vising Censor Kuo Ts'ung-chit represents 
thné cortain charitable societies in Soochow 
and Hangchow have displayed pity and 
compassion by rendering succor to those 
in misfortune, and prays that orders may 
be given for a record of their doings to be 
embodied in the topographical histories 
of the provinces to which these places 
respectively belong. During the course of 
the famine in Honan and Shansi in the 
years 1877 and 1878, the notables in Soo- 
chow, Shanghai, Yangchow and Hangchow 
established agencies for the continuous 
supply of relief, forwarding in the course 
of two years ns much as a million taels to 
the provinces of Ohihli, Honon, Shansi 
and Shénsi. Although these notables did 
not’seek rewards for their charitable efforts, 
it would not be right that such earnest 
zeal for the public good and so strong a 
love for the performance of good deeds 
should be allowed to sink into oblivion, 
We command the Governors-General and 
Governors of Kiangsu and Chékiang to 
enter the names of the heads of these 
societies, with a record of the work done 
by them, in the topographical histories of 
the provinces of Kiangsu and Chékiang. 

(2) Ting An, Acting Governor of Hé 
Lang Kiang, late Commandant at Lui-yuan 
Ch’eng, is allowed, as an act of special 
grace, to ride in the “ Forbidden City.” 

(8) The whole of this day's Gazette and a 
portion of the following day’s issue is 
‘occupied by a memorial from the Governor- 
General of the Two Kuang and the 
Governor of Kuangtung, reporting on the 

















charges bronght against Féng Tnan-pén, 
Prefect of Canton, by a nameless individual. 
The report is singularly uninteresting, and 
as there are eight charges against the Pre- 
fect, involving the introduction of numerous 
and complicated side issues, the threads of 
which are rendered still more difficult to 
follow in consequence of the various 
individuals that are enumerated by name, 
ashort précis isimpossible. ‘The investiga- 
tions of the memorialists show that the 
Prefect is guiltless of all the charges brought 
against him, though there were, in some 
instances, certain grounds for the suspicions 
of his denunciator. In one particular, 
viz., the acceptance of the statement that a 
certain individual was a brigand on insuffic- 
ient evidence, they consider the Prefect at 
fault, and suggest that he be committed to 
the Board for tho determination of a 
penalty. (For deeree on this ease see 
jazette of 13th March.) 

April 6th.— (1) A short postscript memor- 
ial from Chou’ Héng-ch’i, Governor of 
Shantung, reporting that ‘Facls 19,000 were 
issued last year to the Arsenal at Chi-nan 
Fu, a detailed account of the manner in 
which they were expended being reserved 
until a retin of the items is sent in by the 
authorities in charge. 

‘The only other document of importance 
in this day's Gazette is the continuation of 
the report on the charges against the Pre- 
fect of Canton. 

April 7th.—(1) Memorial from Tséng 
Kuo-chtian, Governor of Shansi, reporting 
the death, at T’ai-yuan Fu, upon the 19th 
February’ last, of the Gioro En Lin, Prefect 
of P'ing-yang Fu, from illness brought on 
by overwork. ‘The deceased officer, who 
was « second Secretary in the Board of 
Revenue, having been transferred to the 
‘Metropolitan branch of the Censorate, had 
his name recorded for employment as’'Tao- 
tai or Prefect. He obtained his late post 
in 1869, and during his ten years of office 
gained a deserved reputation for diligence in 
the performance of his duties, cleau-handed- 
ness, and a true interest in the welfare 

committed to his charge. 

‘ine of 1877 and 1878, 
bordinates set him: 
self to work to combat its ravages, which 
wore exceptionally great in the prefecture 
-yang. He spared no efforts to 

this end, and on repeated occasions visited 
the differont localities in person, and 
ministered to the wants of the people in 
every way he could. He gave himself 
no rest either during the blazing heat of 
summer or the bitter cold of winter, occupy- 
ing his days with offering up prayers for 
rain and organising plans of relief, while 
his nights were taken up with the drawing 
of registers and accounts, his labours often 
being protracted until the dawn of day. 
More than a year and a half of this 
incessant work told upon his strength and 
constitution, but it is to him that many 
hundreds of thousands of starving people in 
P'ing-yang are indebted for the preserva- 
tion of their lives. Last autumn, when a 
gradual improvement in the season mani- 
fested itself, he himself visited the various 
places within his jurisdiction and tried to 
collect those who had abandoned their 
homes, giving ‘hem seed corn and imple; 
ments, and distributing cattle, horses and 
asses amongst them. ‘There was nothing, 
in short, that he could do to assist them 
that he’ did not apply himself to with 
all his energy. He lately started for the 
provincial capital to consult the memorialist 
‘on matters of reorganisation, and so great 
was the effect upon his constitution of 
the anxiety he had undergone for several 
Fears in succession that he fell ill upon 
the road, and died the day after he 
reached ‘I’ai-yuan Fu. The memorial 
concludes with a prayer that the same 
posthumous honours may be conferred upon 
the deceased as are allotted by law to 
officers of his rank who have a long record 
of military service against their uames. 
By a rescript appended to the memorial 
































the deceased is committed to the Board for 
the bestowal of the highest marks of pos- 
thamous distinction, 

(2) Ina postscript memorial the Governor 
reports that he has placed Mu Chi-siang-a, 
Prefect of P'u-chow Fu, in temporary 
charge of the P'ing-yang prefecture, 

(3) Postscript memorial from the same 
officer. Under a law passed in the reign 
of K’ang Hi, 640 water melons were obliged 
to be sent to the Palace from Yii-tz’ti Hsien 
in the jurisdiction of T’ai-yuan Fu. These 
water melons have hitherto been taken from 
the villages of Tung-chung, and Hei Hao in 
that district. In the third year of the reignof 
Chia Ch’ing, an Imperial decree was issued, 
reducing the number by one half, viz., 200 
water melons annually with an additional 
hundred [to take the place of any that were 
spoilt], and this quantity has been nent 
forward regularly. ‘The memorialist would 
humbly submit that Shongh the cost of 300 
water melons is very trifling, so great are 
the extortions of the underlings sent to 
get them and the expenses of their 
carriage, that by the time they reach 
the capital they have cost over Tis, 1,000, 
when they are generally uneatable, either 
from rottenness, or in consequence of 
having sprouted again. Since the famine, 
His Majesty has been graciously pleased to 
forego this offering, and as in dispensing 
with so trivial an article of tribute His 
Majesty will not suffer, and His subjects 
will benefit, the act is one that the princi- 
ples of a Genevolent gorerument dictate 
On the application of the Reorganisation 
Committee, the memorialist would now 
therefore humbly beg His Majesty of His 
goodnessto relieve thesetwovillages for ovor 

kom the obligation to supply 300 watar 
melons annually as tribute to His Majesty, 
The Grand Council were honoured with a 
decree :—“ Let it be as requested.” The 
Yamén concerned will take note. 

April 8th,—(1) Memorial from Tstng 
Kuo-ch'tian, Governor of Shansi, forward- 
ing a list of collectors and contributors 
to the Shansi famine fund from the Two 
Hu provinces. Lists of contributors from 
all the other provinces have been submitted 
by memorialist in conjunction with their 
respective high authorites, and the bestowal 
of marks of distinction solicited. In the 
case of Hupeh and Hunan, however, 
matters were different, as [the capital] is 
the contre of a large water and road 
system, and is also the seat of memorialist’s 
home. ' In addition, therefore, to com- 
municating in the regular way with the 
Governor-General and’ Governor, and re- 
questing them to depute an officer to raise 
contributions, he deputed one T’ang Chén- 
ch’tian, a Taotai in Shansi, as a special 
agent of his own to go to’ the Two Hu 
provinces, and engage the services of 
officials and gentry as collectors through 
the country. ‘The call met with so hearty 
a response that up to the time of the 
cessation of the contributions upwards of 
‘Tis. 1,640,000 had been actually received 
and remitted to the central agency at Tien- 
tain. The activity shown by the contribu- 
tors contrasts favourably with the efforts 
of other provinces, and it is not right that 
the record of the efforts of the promoters 
of the subscriptions in these provinces alone 
should be  pigeon-holed.” "An inspection 
of the list of names prepared by the Taotai 
‘T’ang Chén-ch''ian, satisfies the memorialist 
that there have been no unfair recommenda 
He begs, therefore, to submit it to 
His Majesty's notice and to solicit the 
bestowal of the usual rewards upon the 
persons whose 1ames ate mentioned. 

(2) A memorial from the Governor of 
Honan requesting the bestowal of rewards 
upon a number of officers, whose names 
are supplied in a list appended that have 
been employed for many years past at the 
liang-t'ai, or forwarding stations for grain, 
treasure and munitions of war upon the 
frontier of Honau.—Referred, as usual, to 
the Board concerned.

(2) The Governor of Anhui reports the 
death of the sub-Prefect of Ying-chow Fu 
inthat provinge. ‘Tho prefecturein question 
adjoines the Honan frontier, and the in- 
habitants are of a turbulent disposition, so 
that a competent and experienced officer is 
required to take charge of the post pending 
the arrival of a successor to the late Prefect. 
The memorialist begs to recommend Liu 
Toung-hai, sub-Profect of Liu-an, for the 
acting appointment, 

(3) Wu Yuan-ping, Acting Governor- 
General of the Two Kiang, sends in 
a favourable report of the ability and 
conduct of Liu Wén-ch’i, an expectant 
prefect, who was denounced some time 
‘since on certain charges, but his character 
was cleared when an investigation came to 
be held. An Imperial decree was then 
issued restoring hin to his original rank: 
and status, and ordering the provincial 
government to watch him carefully and 
ascertain whether or no he was fit for the 
duties of a profect. A year’s careful 
supervision has satisfied the momorialist of 
hia fitness for a post of this nature. 

(4) Yan Ching-ming, ate Vice-President 
of the Board of Works, and Famine Com- 
missioner in Shansi, who was ordered to 
Poking on the conclusion of his duties in 
that province, but was subsequently per- 
mitted to return to his home to recruit 
his health, now reports, in answer to « 
second summons to Peking, his continued 
inability on account of increasing sick- 

to present himself at Court, He 
is now 64 years of age, but so infirm 
and weak ii health that’ he has all the 
‘appearance of a man past seventy. The 
soods of his malady wore laid in Hunan 
while engaged, in military operations 
against the rebels, and ever since he 


reached the 

aificuty. liver pains him, and he 
suffers from palpitation of the heart, while 
his circulation is so weak that his muscles 
will not do their work, and the affection 
in his legs is now so bad that he cannot 
move without the aid of a staff, During 
the last ten years, ho has had eight or nine 
losses. by death ’'in bis family, and the 
mental trouble these have caused has 
added to his maladies, 20 that he now 
suffers from asthma and cough to such an 
extent that he is often confined to his 
room for a fortnight or a month at a time. 
He cannot observe the usual cour! of 
life when his friends come to see him, 
and the slightest excitement affects the 
action of his heart and his speech. It 
was those ailments that prevented him 
from going about from place to place when 
employed as Famine Commissioner, Some 
people at a distanco hearing that he had 
not taken to his bed, imagined that he could 
atill be ‘driven to work,” little knowing 
that his maladies have reached such a point 
that he is quietly awaiting his end. He 
is well aware of his worthlessness and 
inability, and_that he has lived a useless 
life, and’ yet His Majesty has made him a 
Vice-President of a Board. That he should 
bo overcome with sickness is due to his 
want of good fortune, and although, like 
the sunflower, he longs to turn his face 
towards the sun, he is as the mulberry and 
the elm, whose leaves have already begun 
to fall.’ While profoundly grateful to 
‘Their Majesties for the honour they have 
done him in summoning him to the capital, 






























ago of fifty he has walked with 














he humbly implores them graciously to 
excuse him.—Rescript: We have perused 
the memorial. As Yén Ching-ming is not 
yot restored to health, let him recruit 
himself with a quiet mind, and as soon as 
he is slightly better, let him come to the 
capital and have audience.

SHANGHAI WASHING COMPANY. 

A mooting of the shareholders in this 
Company was held on the 4th inst. at the 
ShanghaiClub. There were present, Messrs. 
B.A. Clarke, T. W. Kingsmill, R. Mac- 
kenzie, P. Maclean, W. H. Anderson, J. M. 
Ringer, J. Buchanan, W. Pardon, G. 
Lewis, J. Jaques, and W. Harris, repre- 
senting 25 shares. 

On the motion of Mr. Bucmaxax, second- 
ed by Mr. R. Mackenziz, Mr. B. A. Clarke 
was elected to preside. 

The minutes of the last meeting, held on 
16th September, 1878, were confirmed. 

‘The Cuaremax explained that no meeting 
was held last year owing to there being 
nothing of interest to bring before 
the shareholders. About twelve months 
ago, the Company leased their works to 
Dir. J. Jansen, and he was pleased to say 
the Company now was ina better position 
than it had been formerly. Many of their 
old debts had been paid off, and there 
was every probability of those now out- 
standing ‘being soon settled. They bad 
now to decide whether they would ‘again 
lease the premises, as the present lease 
would expire during the current month. 

Some conversation took place as to 
omissions in the last accounts, and these 
were satisfactorily explained. 

‘Mr. Krxoswmt advocated the removal 
of the works to a site nearer town, say, for 
instance, to the Soochow or Hongkew 











reek. The value of the present sito had 
increased, and the Company would not lose 
in removing elsewhere so far as that was 
concerned, whereas a site nearer the town 
would facilitate their operations consider- 
ably, and doubtless tend to an increase of 
custom. He thought the works should be 
again leased to a foreigner, to ensure the 
clothes being properly, washed and to 
prevent the plant going to ruin, 

‘The Cuamaay concurred in the viewa 
expressed by Mr. Kingsmill, explaining 
that when he joined the Gompany its 
affairs were in a very unsatisfactory con- 
dition, and the directors were glad when 
Mr. Jansen came forward and leased the 
premises. Before this was done, the Com- 
pany had to pay upwards of $400 as claims 
for lost of clothing entrusted to their care.

MADAME DORIANI'S OPERA COMIQUE 
COMPANY. 


MadameDoriani’s Company gare Lecocq’s 
La Fille de Madame Angot on the evening of 
the 29th ult. at the Lyceum Theatre, but the 
attendance, we are sorry to say, was again 
very small. It must be downright disheart- 
ening to Madame Doriani to find that the 
expense and trouble involved in bringing 
alarge Company to this far-off place not 
only meets with no adequate return, but 
is likely to result in serious loss, while it 
is impossible that the members of the 
troupe can appear to full advantage 
under the depression that must night 
after night be caused by the necessity 
of playing to so many dismal rows 
of empty boxes. It was reasonable to 
suppose that the theatre would have been 
fairly well filled on Thursday night, as 
racing men were relieved from their 
pressing engagements at lotteries, and 
especially so as Lecocq’s sparkling’ little 
opera was offered for the public entertain- 
ment. 

Madame Doriani doubled the parts of 
Tavotte and Malle. Lange; Madame Morali 








‘Miinch appeared as Clairette, M. Blane as 
Ange Piton, M- Mauch as’ Larisanditre, 
and M. Carelli as Pomponct, while the 
subordinate parts were very well filled by 
Madame Bourgoin and other members of 
the Company. 

Tt was perhaps owing to the scanty 
support accorded to the performers that 
the first act did not go so smoothly as 
previous performances of the Company 
would justify us in expecting. Still, fault 
could not be found with it throughout, 
for the duet between Clairette and Ange 

“tou was very well given, and the revolu- 
tionary song that brings poor Clairette to 
trouble at the close of this act was capitally 
sui h it was too apparent that 

Munch was suifering from 
‘The audience, indeed, would 
only be satistied by an encore of this latter 
piece. 

‘There was a marked improvement to 
be noticed in the- second act, and the 
audience were quickly placed on good 
terms with those on the stage, the applause 
being frequent but not always judiciously 
bestowed, for the first part of the duet 
between "Mdlle. Lange and Clairette was 
interrupted by a hearty demonstration 
of approval, and some bars of this pretty 
Auet, which was capitally sung, were lost. 
Equally successful was the subsequent 
scene between Mille. Lange and Ange 
Pitow, so that by time the curtain fell on the 
second act the audience were in thoroughly 
good humour to enjoy the more pro- 
notinced fun of the last act. Those engaged 
in the piece were fully equal to the 
occasion, and the opera closed more suc- 
cessfully than the opening promised, 
‘The quarrel scene between the two women 
was so energetically done that it appeared 
as if matters would proceed to extremities 
in defiance of stage directions, and Clairette's 
song again obtained the honour of an 
encore. 

We are glad to see that Les Cloches de 
Corneville will be repeated this evening, and 
trust that for the first tis 
good house will reward Madame Dor 
pluck and perseverance, especially as all 
who saw the piece on its first representation 
are loud in praise of the way it was per- 
formed aud put on the stage. 














The Lyceum Theatre was fairly well filled 
on Saturday night, the Ist inst., when 
‘Madame Doriani’s Company repeated Plan- 
quette’s charming comic opera Les Cloches 
de Corneville, and compared with the attend- 
ance at other performances, this piece which 
has taken Paris and London by storm may 
be suid to have drawn well. 

‘The cast was the same as on the first 
occasion that the piece was given, and the 
opera went even better on Saturday than 
it did before, the greatest drawback being 
the long intervals between the acts, which, 
as the opera is a very long one, was no 
slight fault at all. 

‘Phe pleasure of listening to this opera 
must be immensely increased when it has 
the advantage of a full orchestra and 
chorus, as the piano accompaniment with 
which we must perforce content ourselves 
in Shanghai indicates that the instrumenta- 
tion must be all that the Home critiques 
say of it~and their praise is not lightly 
bestowed. 

On Saturday night Germaine's song, with 
the novel and taking bell chorus, was the 
first piece that obtained an encore, though 
the previous duet between Germaine and 
Grenicheux was very warmly received, as 
was also the Marquis’ song, but the success 
of these was surpassed by that of Serpo- 
lette’s charming ait in the second act where 
she is engaged as a servant to the Marquis, 
followed, as it is closely, by the duet 
between the Marquis and Germaine, in 
both of which the motive of the Les Clocles 
is so clearly introduced. 

‘The interest was fully maintained in the 
third act, every number of which was 











capitally sung and enthusiastically received, 
the Marquis’ song which leads to a 


I splendid chorus in’ waltz time perhaps 


finding most favour, thongh the duet 
between the Marquis and Germaine was 
londly applauded, and the Bailif’s song 
with its amusingly absurd cuckoo chorus 
so took the audience that an encore 
was demanded. ‘There was no falling off 
in the last act. It opens with a brilliant 
song for Serpolette which Madame Doriani 
made the most of, and her attempt to 
assume the airs and grace of the Countess 
were most amusing. “Then came the well- 
known waltz air for Grenicheux succeeded 
by the love scene between the Marquis and 
Germaine, the singing of which was loudly 
applauded, and the curtain fell on the 
closing chorus amidst hearly applause, 

‘Those who stayed away missed a most 
pleasant evening, 


Lecoeq’s Giroflé-Girofla was given at the 
Lyceum Theatre on Tuesday evoning, the 
4th inst, by Madame Doriani’s Company, 
and again the fair entreprenneuse had to 
experience the bitterness of disappointed 
hopes, for the house was by no means a 
good one, though perhaps a trif_ing im- 
provement on what this indefatigable 

‘ompany have had to put up with. 

It is incomprehensible that the Shanghai 
public should show such apathy about 
musical entertainments. The Philhar- 
monic and other concerts are but thinly 
attended; the Italian Opera troupe wore 
not patronized as they should have been, 
aud now Madame Doriani’s Company are 
almost totally neglected. It may be that 
the musical art as represonted by the 
bodies above enumerated is not of a suffici- 
ently high order for Shanghai, and that it 
requires a Dave Carson with his troupe of 

igger minstrels to properly arouse the 
dormantanusical energies of the community, 

‘The plot of Giroflé-Girofla is an exceed- 
ingly puzzling one, and as the twins were 
represented by Madame Doriani on Tuesday 
night, it was necessary tu take particular 
notice of the bow of ribbon worn by the 
actress in order to remember which of the 
two she represented in the different scenes, 
and this became more complicated as 
during the course of the piece each 
young Indy was afianced to a promising 
young mau. It was impossible to divest 
oneself of the idea of a combination of 
colours, aud Giroflé is more easily known 
as the flanede of tie white beau and Girajta 
of the swarthy one. It can readily be 
imagined what complications arise when 
the cupidity of the parents induces Girojlé 
to act the double part of lover to her sister's 
swain as well as her own legitimate one, 
during the time that the unfortunate 
Girofla is abdueted by pirates, and on this 
material a very animated piece has boon 
constructed. 

With Madame Doriani’s dual representa- 
tion no fanlt could be found, but so that 
she could not carty off all’the honours 
of double work Madame Morali-Mduch 
appeared both as Payuita and Pedro, and did 
well as both, while the ladies received 
excellent support from M. Blane as Maras- 
quin and M, Miinch as Mourzouk. 

‘The music of this operetta is of a lively 
description, but is not otherwise remark- 
able, but such as it is full justice was done 
to it by all the performers. As far as the 
piano and harmoniuin parts went the accom- 
paniment was all that could be desired, but 
the violin part was not quite so successful, 
although the veteran performer, however 
iuch he might slur over some portions, 
always finished each number with his charac- 
teristic precision. 

‘The operetta was capitally put on the 
stage ; the dresses were tastefully chosen, 
and the mise en seéue was very good, 
showing how much could be effectively 
made out of slight materials when care, 
skill and judgment are exercised. 
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La Périchole was given at the Lyceum 
‘Theatre by Madame Doriani’s Company on 
‘Thursday evening, the 6th inst., being the 
second time of its representation here. 
As an additional attraction Madame Doriani 
had obtained the valuable assistance of the 
band of the Spanish corvette Doita Maria 
de Molina, but even this novelty was not 
sufficient to give the enterprising directrice 
a decently filled house. 

‘The cast of La Périchole was the same 
as on its previous representation, but it 
went much better on Thursday than it did 
on the first occasion, as some of the per- 
formers were in better voice. The fun 
of the piece was never allowed to flag, and 
the applause from the audience was’ con- 
tinuous throughout the evening. 

The band of the Dora Maria de Molina 
is composed entirely of Manila men, but 
they have been exceedingly well drilled, 
and play so correctly in tune and with such 
precision that one is led to wish that our 
own Town Band had received the same 
amount of instruction, or-were able to 
profit by it. ‘The Lyceum Theatre is not 
the best place in the world in which to 
hear such a band to advantage, but despite 
this defect all present enjoyed their playing. 
‘The programme they offered embraced six 
Bisset tome of which wore of considerable 

length, so that it was late before the even- 
entertainment concluded. Perhaps 
the piece which best pleased the audience 
was the Spanish waltz, no doubt on account 
of its novelty and quaintness. 








Madame Doriani must have come to the 
couclusion that Shanghai is no place for 
her Company. Itis true that none of them 
are such fine singers as the members of the 
Italian Opera Troupe were, but yet nearly 
all of Madame Doriani’s ‘Company sing 
the light music of the French opera 
bouffe so well that it is a pleasure to listen 
to them, and as regards the histrionic 

jowers of all of them there can be no 

loubt whatever. ‘Tho pieces represented 

in Shanghai have all been put on the stage 
in the most creditable manner, and carried 
through with a verve and’ go that is 
marvellous, cousidering the dificulties that 
such & Company necessarily labour under 
in a place like this, And yet in no single 
instanco haye the Compauy been even 
decently well supported, and the neglect of 
the Shanghai public culminated on Satur- 
day night, when, although the performance 
had been advertised as being for the benefit 
of the enterprising divectrice, about fifty 
people only were assembled in the body of 
the theatre, and a smaller number than 
that in the gallery. After this, we may 
fairly presume that should Madame Doriani 
ever visit the East again with an Opera 
Company she will leave Shanghai out of 
the list of places to be visited—and justly 
so. And when the Clara Stanley troupe 
drift back here, as doubtless they will, the 
public will, after lots of money have been 
spent on their feeble performances, draw a 
comparison between them and Madame 
Doriani’s Company by no means favour- 
abje to the former, and wish in vain that 
tliere was an opportunity of seeing the 
sprightly French entreprenneuse and her 
clever associates. 

On Saturday night last Madame Doriani 
chose Adam's Le Chdlet as the first piece 
for her benefit. This is an operetta of a 
far different style to those previously given 
by the Company, and having been written 
many years ago, long befure the modern 
opera-Bouffe was thought of, the composer 
relied principally on the merits of the 
music to carry the piece through. There 
are but three principal characters in this 

_ little gem, and Madame Doriani, with 
Messiewrs Blane and Minch, who’ repre- 
sented them on Saturday, had additional 
labour thrown on them to bring the piece 
to a successful conclusion, as they were, 
of course, deprived of the assistance of the 
full chotus and ballet which aid the 



































operetta in Europe. All the music of Le 
Chéilet is of a very pleasing character, and 
of a much higher order than that of the 
pieces that Madame Doriani’s Company 
usually perform, and on Saturday the 
fullest justice was done to it by the three 
engaged in, the piece, as, the frequent 
applause of the audience testified. Madame 
Doriani was in capital voice and M. 
Blanc at times sang well, though he 
would have done better to have avoided 
the use of the falsetto. M. Minch had 
the lion’s share of the singing to do and did 
it in excellent style, though it is evident 
that he is suffering from indisposition, He 
was particularly successful in the military 
song that, fitted with other words, was 
popular in England many years ago, but is 
how nearly forgotten. Af the end of each 
of the two acts the three performers were 
called before the curtain, aud if the andience 
were small it was at least enthusiastic. 
‘The third act of La Fille de Madame 
Angot succeeded La Chalet, which certainly 
presented two very opposite specimens of 
French music, and certainly the palm could 
not have been given to tho modern one.

MISSIONARY DISABILITIES IN CHINA, 


To the Editor of the 
Nonru-Cmrxa Dany News. 


Dear Sm,—{ was much pleased with 
yout article of this morning on the appoint- 
ment of the Rey. Canon Scott to the 
Bishopric of Northern China, and cordially 
endorse the views of the writer in his hope 
that the time has arrived when the un- 
seemly “Term Question” should cease, 

Althongh a layman, aud moreover outside 
the circle of those who have made the 
study of Chinese a profession, I may, I 
trust, be credited with a sufficient know- 
ledge of the ancient literature and cult of 
the Chineso-to entitle me to express an 
opinion ; and it may facilitate an amicable 

ttlement to state that like many other 
fiercely contested questions, this of the 

oper term for the Deity has really arisen 
rom a misconception and mistranslation. 

In a few words, the term Shang. 
in classical Chinese ‘was never mado use 
of to designate “The Suprome Deity,” 
nor is there the slightest traco in 
ancient Chinese literature of such a con- 
ception, ‘The cult of the ancient Chinese 
people was distinctly a worship of the 
manifestations of the powers of nature, 
and hence they had their dit superi, their 
shang-ti, corresponding with the celestial 
gods of Rome, Greece and Indi 

As in the Vedic pantheon each god in 
succession might be supreme, so in the 
Chinese each fi might for the nones become 

; and this use of the word survives 
‘Taouist cult where we 
find not one but several shang-tis. 

‘The pantheistic school represented by 
the followers of Confucins sunk tho 
personality of the old ti in an imporsonal 
Pien; and from the peculiar structure of 
the language which wants both number and 
comparison, the old senso by degrees 
became forgotten. When missionaries from 
the West, imbued with the Christian idea of 
God, arrived in China and commenced the 
study of a strange language, they confused 
the pantheistic ideas of China with the 
personality learnt in Europe. ‘The language 
devoid of inflexions readily lent itself to 
this view, and hence from the shang-ti of 
the Confucianists they evolved the Shang-ti 
of the earlier sinologists. ‘The error would 
probably have been long since exploded 
had it not been made a test word, and 
hence been attacked, not on its intrinsic 
merits, but with the hope of gaining a 
victory for a party. 

A writer in a recent number of the China 
Review accuses me of standing looking on 
with a sponge in my hand while others do 
the fighting. The fight, however, com- 
menced long before I entered the field, 
and I avoided entering the lists till I had 
heard and studied the arguments on both 
sides. That each side had some foundation 












































of truth may he safely stated of this as of 





most other controversies, but it is also true 
that in the heat of the contest the original 
authorities were sadly neglected. 

Both parties were right so far ai that 
fi and shen to a certain extent are both 
synonymous with the Latin. Deus, but both 
were wrong in failing to observe that the 
literal and’ proper translation of shang-ti 
was the “gods above” (dit superi) not the 
“Supreme Deity” (Deus Supremus). 

Although both tiand shen may be accepted 
as terms fit and proper to represent the 
Deity, the former has the advantage of 
coming from the same stock as the Latin 
Deus and the Greek Theos, and as the 
founders of Christianity found no difficulty 
in accepting the latter words to express 
their ideas of the Supreme Being, the 
adoption of plain ti in Chinese can causo 
no worse results. Whether the missionary 
speaks of his God as One who moves above, 

hang Ti, or One whose essence is spiritual, 
Shen Ti, or One who enlightens with His 
glorious Light those who dwell upon earth, 
Hao Ti, may be left in all charity to the 

iscretion of the preacher or the exigenciés 
of the discourse,

‘THE FOOCHOW TEA TRADE. 

‘The following correspondence has been 
forwarded to the Foochow Herald for 
publication, and as the question is one of 
great importance we reproduce it in our 
columns 





Foochow Chamber of Commerce. 
Foochow, 20th March, 1880. 
To Onanies A. Snvctam, Esq., 
‘H.B-AL’s Consul, Foockow. 

Sm,—Tho members of this Chamber 
have requested me to communicate with 
you on the following subjects; and to 
solicit your valuable co-operation and 
influence with the native authorities in 
romedying the abuses complained of :— 

‘1.—The faulty condition of the packages 
in which teas are ‘now brought from the 
interior to this market. 

Tn former yoars the average weights of 
tho leaden, or inner, packages were as 
follows 





Whole chests=5 catties, 
Half do. ry, 
Boxes 4 a 1} catties. 

Whoreas during the past season the 

average was only 
‘Whole chosts=3} a 34 cattie: 
Half 2 a2 
Boxes Hf 

The result boing that very many chops 
of tea were placed on this market in 
an unsound state ; and that it consequently 
became necessary to repack thom,—an 
operation which, you will readily conceive, 
not only involved much waste of time and 
inconvenience to buyers, but likewi 
caused considerable pecuniary loss to the 
teamen, In addition to these positive 
results, I may mention that the condition 
of tho great bulk of the tea shipped (more 
especially the first crop) must have been 
seriously affected by the disgraceful manner 
in which the leaden packages were mann- 
factured. And I need scarcely point 
out to you that unless these mal- 
practices are promptly discontinued the 
reputation of Fohl wn teas will be 
seriously affected in the various foreign 
markets, 

2.—The Oolong trade. 

It will doubtless be within your reoollec- 
tion, that in former years the trade in this 
description of tea was most important. 
‘But of late years the demand has (as your 
own statistics will no doubt show) been 
reduced to a minimum, I believe it may 
be safely argued that this regrettable turn 
in the trade was due more to the great 
admixture of dust than to any other 
assignable cause. For in the United States, 
(the chief consuming centre of this particu- 
lar class of tea) there exists a strong preju- 
dice against this faulty system of prepara- 
tion. It must, however, be admitted that 
the ‘teamen have of late endeavoured to 
eradicate this evil ; and it is satisfactory to 
note, as a result of these efforts, that the 
teas ‘are again coming into favour in the 
United States, as evidenced in the eager 
demand that existed at this port during 
the past season. 

ly principal aim in addressing you on 
this matter is based on the probability of a 
large increase ‘in the supply of this particu 
lar class of tea during the approaching 
season ; and that those teamen who are 
interested in the subject should be reminded 
of the urgent necessity for bringing their 
teas to market as clean and free from dust 
as possible, so that the leaf may con- 
tinue to find favour with consumers in 











































the United States, and that this valuable 
branch of trade may be restored—to the 
manifest advantage of all connected with 
the port. And I would urge the importance 
of this question the more strongly on the 
tnd tha the later arrivals of these teas 
st season again bil a imix- 
ture of dust and broken leaf, 
Trusting to your favourable and early 
consideration of these subjects.

ah merchants residing at Foochow 
have made a representation to you in which 
they call attention to two important points 
connected with the tea trade of the Port. 
‘The firat ia the inferior make of the leaden 
inner case in which the tea is packed : the 
second,—that in the preparation of the 
deveription of tea known a8 “Oolong,” the 
leaf is adulterated by the admixture of tea 
dust and burnt refuse. The merchants 
ask that steps may be taken to put a stop 
to these abuses. 

T have also the honour to acknowledge 
the receipt of a copy of the merchants’ 
representation, and its translation in Chi- 
nese, enclosures in your despatch, 

‘Without honesty and sincerity trade 
between China and Foreign Nations is 
impossible—negligence in these respects cer. 
tainly cannot be allowed. It is therefore 
my duty to take measures to put a stop to 
the abuses in question ; and I shall instruct 
the Prefects of Yen-p'ing Fu, Chien-nin; 
Fu, Shao-wu Fo, and Fu-ning Fu, as wel 
as the Marine Sub-Prefect to take action 
accordingly. At the same time I hope that 
you will advise the merchants to exercise 
great care for the future in the purchaso 
of tea that complaints may be avoided.

“LIE” TEA, 
Foochow, 16th April, 1880. 
To the Editor of 
“Tae Foocrow Herat.” 

Dear Sie,—Toward the close of March, 
while on a preaching tour in the nearest 
part of the Yung-ful-hsien district, I was 
surprised to see men carrying loads of 
what, at first sight, I supposed were the 
green leaves of the tea-plant. But on 
inquiry, the natives told me that it was 
too early for the true tea-leaves to be picked 
in that region, and that those were leaves 
of the wild tea-plant. Afterwards, as we 
were passing through some woods among 





the hills, they pointed out to me the wild 
plant, and said that thousands of dollars’ 
worth of those leaves were sold every year 
to the foreigners at Foochow. I inquired 
if they ever used that kind of te them- 
selves? ‘They replied that sometimes the 
people who lived back among the hills used 
it, but it was not good—being very astring- 
ent. I find that the leaves of that plant 
are known in Foochow as spurious, or “lie” 
tea. And dishonest retailers are said to 
mix it with other tea and sell it to tho 
inexperienced. It is said to produce indi- 
gestion. 

‘A few Gays later whilo passing through 
some fields on the plain beside a water- 
course, I saw two parties, of seven or eight 
persons in all, engaged in stripping the 
leaves off the willow trees that grew along 
the banks of the stream. ‘They had bags 
and baskets to store them in, and tho 
neighbours said they were going to sell them 
tomake ten of. ‘Surely the ways of the 
heathen “ Chineo,” and of some others, 
are “ very peculiar.”

‘A CHINAMAN SHOT BY A FOREIGNER IN 
HONGKEW. 

A Chinaman met his death in Hongkew 
on Friday night by shooting, at the hands 
of a French subject residing in the house at 
the corner of Chapoo and Tiendong Roads, 
It appeara that the foreigner had a largo 
number of bottles in the small compound 
in which the house stands, At about nino 
o'clock in the evening a Chinaman was 
detected by the servants in the compound 
with a large number of these bottles in a 
mat bag, his intention evidently being theft, 
and he decamped before they could catch 
him, leaving the bag behind. ‘The foroignor 
went out into the street and told a con- 
stable, who subsequently brought the bag 
with the bottles to the Police Station. The 
foreigner then took most of the other bottles 
into the house, placing the remainder in 
a large water kong that stood at tho 
corner of the house, thinking that if tho 
would-be thief returned he would not be 
able to find them. He then went up- 
stairs to go to bed, but afterwards thought 
that he would go downstairs again and 
firo his revolver off two or three times 
in the compound to frighten the former 
visitor if he were anywhere about. He did 
0, firing two or three shots. ‘The darkness 
of the night was increased by the presenco 
of trees in the compound, and he says that 
when he went down he could see no one. 
After he had fired the last shot he saw tho 
deceased run towards the gate and fall down 
just outside of it. He immediately went 
‘out and found a policeman, to whom he 
narrated the circumstance, and with whom 




















[he went to the Hongkew Polico Station, 


Inspector Stripling immediately sent a mes- 
senger for Dr. Henderson, and then started 
off for the spot where the man lay, ‘Tho 
latter was dead when Mr, ‘Stripling found 
hima, and the body was taken to the Station, 
Tt was found that a bullet had struck the 
deceased just at the juncture of the neck 
and shoulder, and had taken a downward 
course. A considerable quantity of blood 
had issued from the nose and mouth, and 
‘the corpse presented, to say tho least, a 
somewhat unpleasant appearance. 
Information was sent to Moh, the District 
Magistrate, who arrived at’ the Police 
Station at a quarter past three on Satur- 
day afternoon to hold an enquiry. After 
he had viewed the body, he expressed a 
wish to visit the scene of the occurrence 
and accordingly did so. He was followed 
by an immense crowd of people, and 
while he was in the compound the 
crowd pressed so heavily on the bamboo 
fence as to cause it to give way. Tho 





foreigner himself was present to give any” 
information that might be desired. After 
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a stay of about fifteen minutes, the Magis- 
trate returned to the Police Station, where 
he examined the brother of the deceased, 
and a coolie that had been acquainted with 
him, It was stated that the deceased. was 
28 years of age, and had parents living in 
the country. He was formerly a silver- 
smith, but about three years ago he began 
to smoke opium and soon ‘went tothe bad 
altogether.” He had been out of employ- 
ment for son:e time, and had been, accord- 
ing to these witnesses, a thief and a 
loafer. The brother wanted the Magis- 
trate to allow him some money for the 
purpose of burying the body, but the latter 
said he must refer that question to the 
Taotai; the man had been stealing, and 
he had come by his death while engaged 
in an unlawful act. He should report 
the circumstances of the case to the 
Taotai, and he in turn would communicate 
with the French Consul. 





ARRIVAL OF PRINCE HEINRICH AT HONGKONG. 
(Daily Press.) 

On Saturday, the Istinst., shortly before 
two o’clock, a man-of-war was signaled from 
the westward, seven miles off, and about 
half-past two o’clock the German frigate 
Pring Adalbert, 15, Captain Koester, bear- 
ing the flag of Commodore MacLean, and 
having His Royal Highness Prinz Heinrich 
von Preussen, a sub-Lieutenant, on board, 
arrived in harbour from Shanghai. ‘The 
German three-masted schooner Amoy, 
Captain Echady, dressed ship in honour of 
the Prince as soon as the vessel was in sight, 
and Navigating-Lieutenant H. D, Walker, 
from the Victor Emanuel, boarded the new 
arrival and berthed her at the western 
end of the man-of-war anchorage. The 
Prinz Adalbert then saluted the port with 
twenty-one guna, which compliment was 
returned from the shore battery. Commo- 
dore Smith was subsequently saluted with 
eleven guns, which salute was returned 
from the Victor Emanuel. ‘The German 
Consul, Mr. G. ‘Travers, and the Vi 
Consul, Mr. P. Kempermann, paid a visit 
on board, but left after sunset. His Royal 
Highness did not land officially. He can 
receive no visits on board, as there he ranks 
simply as an officer of the German Navy, 
but on shore he is officially recognised a3 
His Royal Highness. 

In the evening the German community 
were to entertain the Prince at the Club 
Germania, At half-past eight o'clock the 
Club was to be brilliantly illuminated out- 
side with a large nine-feet gas star and the 
letter ‘“H;” and at nine o'clock the Prince 
was expected to arrive at the Club. Shortly 
after his arrival His Royal Highness would 
witness an operetta, entitled Flotte 
Bursche played by some German amateurs, 
after which a supper was to be given. 

The German Consul visited the Prinz 
Adalbert in the afternoon, and on his 
leaving, about half-past five o'clock, received 
‘a salute of seven guns. 

The Prinz Adalbert will, it is expected, 
remain at Hongkong about three weeks, 
until the arrival of the German frigate 
‘Vineta from Panama, during which time 
His Royal Highness will probably visit 
Canton and Macao. 








DEATH OF MR, E. D. SASSOON AT GALLE. 
(Bombay Gazette.) 

‘We regret to hear of the death of Mr. 
Elias David Sassoon, a well-known Jewish 
merchant of Bombay, which took place at 
Galle on Monday morning last. For the 
last three or four months, he had been 
suffering from rheumatism in the stomach 
and general debility, and was advised that 
a voyage to Galle or Singapore would do 
him good. Accordingly he left Bombay on 
the morning of Saturday, the 13th March, 
by the China mail steamer Kashgar with 
the intention of going to Singapore, and 








thence, if his health improved, further on 


to Hongkong and Shanghai to look into 
the working of his branch firms there. 
On arrival at Galle on the evening of the 
16th March, he felt slightly better, although 
it was very hot there; but on learning 
that the heat at Singapore was greater 
still, he abandoned his intention to proceed 
thither and made up his mind to return to 
Bombay. However, while waiting for the 
steamer which was to start from Galle for 
Bombay, he was suddenly taken ill. Various 
complications of disease ensued, such as 
enlargement of the liver, jaundice, &., and 
after two days’ severe suffering, he died at 
eight o'clock on Monday morning. * * +, 
He was not without the solace of friendship 
in his last moments, for Mr. A.S. Gubbay, a 
friend of his who recently came to Bombay 
from Caicutta, had accompanied him on 
his voyage, ministered to him in his illness, 
and was constantly by his bedside till the 
closing hour of his life. Mr. Gubbay and 
two of Mr. Sassoon’s Jewish servants, who 
accompanied him from Bombay, were left 
in charge of his body, which was to be 

en to Bombay for ‘interment by the 
China mail steamer. 

‘The late Mr. Elias David Sassoon was 
the second son of the Inte Mr. David 
Sassoon, the eldest son being Sir Albert 
David Sassou, K.C.S.1., now residing in 
England. Mr. Elias Sassoon was the first 
Jewish merchant who proceeded from 
Bombay to China in 1842 by a sailing 
vessel. There was no steamer plying be- 
tween Bombay and China in that year, 
nor for three afterwards, when, in 1845, 
the Lady Merrywood earned the distine- 
tion of opening steam communication be- 
tween Bombay and the Celestial Empire. 
He remained in Canton about four years, 
during which he suecessfuly conducted the 
business of the branch firm of David 
Sassoon, Sons & Co. About the year 1867, 
he separated from his father’s firm and 
started in business on his own account 
with the co-operation of his sons. He 
established branch firms in Hongkong, 
Shanghai, and the outports of China, the 
business of which has ever since been ably 
managed by his sons,—he himself devoting 
his attention to the business of the Bom- 
bay firm under the name and style of E. 
D. Sassoon and Co. in which he had lately 
been assisted by his eldest son, Mr. Jacob 
E. D. Sassoon. 

‘The deceased was a very quiet and 
unostentatious map, and devoted his life 
specially to commercial pursuits. He was 
for many years a Director of the Bank of 
Bombay, and also a Director of the Now 
Coorla Spinning and Weaving Mills. Ho 
had lately purchased the New Alexandra 
Spinning and Weaving Mills from the official 
liquidators for Rs. 610,000; and they 
have since been worked on his sole account. 
His wife died some years ago, but he leaves 
behind him five sons, the youngest of 
whom is about fifteen years of age, and 
three daughters, three of them settled in 
life. 

In token of respect for his memory the 
offices of David Sassoon and Co., Messrs. 
E. D. Sassoon and Co., and most of the 
Jewish offices and schools were closed yes- 
terday. ‘The Sassoon Spinning and Weay- 
ing Mills, the Sassoon Silk Manufactory 
and the ‘New Alexandra Spinning and 
‘Weaving Mills were also closed for the day.
